YORK ‘‘WORLD’S’’ FUND IN MKS. 
MAYBRICK’S BEHALF. 


Lospow, Nov. 7.—The success of the New 
York WORLD in raising a fund to secure the 
release of Mrs. Maybrick has aroused much 
comment in England and has also revealed 
the fact thata similar fund was started in 
Manchester several weeks ago with no suc- 
cessatall. All talk of getting Mrs. Maybrick 
out of prison on habeas corpus to testify in 
the suit of appeal against the Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Life Insurance Co. collapsed this

his wife and which shein turn made over to 
her lawyer, Mr. Cleaver, to cover the costs 
of defending her of the charge of murder. 
Nothing whatever was said or done about 
taking steps toward Mrs. Maybrick’s ulti- 
mate release from prison, or even of giving 
her a chance on the witness stand ina civil 
suit to give her own version of her husband’s 
poisoning, which she could not do when on 
trial herself. In fact,her lawyer,Mr.Cleaver, 
appeared as co-plaintif! with the late James 
Maybrick’s brother in this scramble for the 
insurance money, though they were his most 
formidable opponents when he endeavored 
to get Mrs. May brick acquitted. 

There are many queer features about this 
case which do not yet appear on the surface. 
All that can be done at present with the 
money raised in America is to employ eml- 
nent jurists to go carefully over the evidence, 
in order to see whether it is possible, on any 
pretext whatever, to move foranew trial. 
The mainspring of this movement for the re- 
lease of Mrs. Maybrick is Mr. Alex MacDou- 
gall, a London barrister. The WORLD’s cor- 
respondent went to Mr. MacDougali’s home 
at Wantage yesterday and asked him what 
could be done with the money raised in Amer- 
ica. : 

‘‘The WorRLD has donea fine thing,’’ said 
Mr. MacDougall, ‘‘but we are only as yet on 
the threshold of the move to secure Mrs. 
Maybrick’s release from prison. The cost of 
preparing the case and of getting opinions 
from eminent counsel On constitutional law 
will be $1,500. Sir Charles Russeliand Sir 
Horace Davey have already been retained 
with a view to future action. If it is 
decided that the case can be reopened more 
money will be needed for the expense of the 
trial. If this can be done by habeas corpus 
$1,450 more would suffice. If it involves a 
new trial, the whole cost of the case would 
be at least $10,000."” 

Mr. MacDougall said that Mrs. Maybrick 
knew nothing whatever about the efforts of 
American women on her behalf.

CAUSE OF THE PEKING GOVERNMENT'S 
MASTERLY INACTIVITY. 


The Pamir Will Not Serve as a Road to 
India for the Czar—A Starving People— 
Loss Sustained by the Famine in Rus- 
sia—France Regrets the Prosecution of 
the Archbishop of Aix—The Pope’s III- 
ness—Continental News. 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 7.—An agreement has been 
made by the British Government with China 
which, although it looks very innocent, is, 
nevertheless, of considerable importance, 
and is sure tolead to agitation amongst the 
people of Hong Kong, Chinese as well as 
British. For the first time in the history of 
the colony, the British Government agrees to 
accept and recognize a Chinese consul there. 
The appointment, however, is to be pro- 
visional for one year. Strange as it may 
seem, the Chinese have not the right to ap- 
point consuls at British ports, as they did not 
provide for this when the first treaties were 
made. In 1870they had found out their mis- 
take, and sought to makea new convention 
in which the right to appoint consuls was 
(inter aHa) recognized, The convention was 
refused ratification by Lord Clarendon on 
account of opposition of British merchants 
in China, and at thattime the objection to 
the appointment of a Chinese consul in Hong 
Kong was officially declared to be that he 
would In reality be a spy on the Chinese mer- 
chants residing inthe colony, of whom there 
are very many, and that his main duty 
would be toreport tothe Mandarins of the 
adjoining provinces the amount that can be 
extorted from these Chinese merchants by 
the nefarious means which experience shows 
these provincial despots know but too well 
how to use. It seems that Chinese mer- 
chants in Hong Kong usually came from the 
adjoining province, where their families stiil 
remain, and it is through the latter that 
pressure ig said to be puton the residents tn 
the colony. However this may be, the order 
has gone out at the colonial office thata Chi. 
nese Consul is to be received for a year at 
least. Itis safe to predict that duringthe 
year a good Geal will be heard on this subject 
from the Hong Kong community. 


It is understood here that in view of 
the fact that none ot the de- 
mands made by the powers in 


August last have been complied with atthe 
end of the period of grace, which will soon 
expire, the Shanghai River down t@ Woo- 
sung, including that place, will be occupied 
by foreign fleets until full satisfaction is ob- 
tained. Business in Shanghai will go on as 
usual, but the receipts of the Custom- 
house will be taken and held for the 
present. Qe mouth of the Yang-Tse River, 
andas much of the river itself as may be 
deemed necessary will be placed under for- 
eign navalcontrol. There will be no fighting 
or bombarding, however, as the foreign naval 
forces, amounting to forty vessels, will be so

RUSSIA IN ASIA. 


THE PAMIR CANNOT BERK USED AS A ROAD TO 
INDIA, 
Loypox, Nov. 7.—It is announced to-day 
-that the Government of India and the British 

Home Government have both been advised 
by the highest military authoritigs that the 
Pamir is valueless froma military point of 
view, either for attack or défense, and that 
the weight of opinion on thig point is so great 
as to practically settle it. It by no means 
follows, however, that Lord Salisbury is 
therefore to be indifferent to the doings of 
Russia in that region... Great Britain is as 
much interested in it as Russia or China, and 
4f the necessity arises this interest will be 
asserted, 

The latest letter receiyed from Capt. 
Younghusband is dated from Tagdumbash, 
Pamir, on Sept. 8 and was written in the 
midst of a driving storm, He would, he 
said, in consequence of the rigorous 
weather, be compelled to leave  al- 
most at once for lower altitudes and 
probably for Cashmere. Moreover the 
passes between Ferghana, where the last 
Russian outpost is and Gilgit, the most ad- 
vanced Dervish outpost, are from 10,000 to 
14,000 feet in height. There are three of these 
passes on the way to Lake Karakul, and the 
tremendous Carogil pass down into Giigit. 

Itis now known that the whole military 
problem of this region from the Russian 
point of view was studied by Gen. Skobeloff 
when he was Governor of Ferghana in 1876 and 
was reconsidered and a pian of campaign 
formed tn the Russian camp outside Constan- 
tinople in 1878. At the root of the plan 
lay the hostility of the Ameer of Afghanistan 
to Great Britain at that time, owing to Lord 
Lytton’s policy; but even though the aid of 
4fghanistan was reasonably certain the 
whole Russian scheme collapsed because of 
the physical difficulties presented »y the stu- 
pendous natural Dbarriers-of the Hindoo 
Kusch and its outliers. Imstructed profes- 
sional opinion in England asia in India Is that 
Russia has no intention of amfexing any part 
of the Pamir, andthat if she had the whole 
region, intheteeth of British and Chinese 
opposition, in her hands, f would de of no 
service to her for an attack @n India. 


A STARVING PEOPLE. 


LOSS SUSTAINED BY RUSSIA BECAUSE OF THE 
CROP FAILURE. 

St. PeTERsSBIRG, Nov. 7.—It is impossible 
at presenitto form even a provisional esti- 
mate ofthe loss which the Russian Empire 
must sustain from the failure of this year’s 
harvest. Less than two weeks ago the esti 
mates of the ministerial Committee were 
published, showing that theamount required 
for the relief of the famine stricken popula- 
tion would be £18,300,000, reckoning the paper 
rouble at two shillings. A later statement, 
prepared by the Director of the Inland Kev- 
enue Department, issued to-day, shows that 
in the way of food alone not less than £25,- 
000,000 will be needed. Even this estimate, 
which is only provisional, does not cover the 
whoie, or anything like the whole of the loss 
which muet be tncurred in the diminished re- 
ceipts of the imperial treasury, the general 
depression of trade and industry, and in 
various other ways.

The Ministry Usurps the Powers of the 
Congress, 


UNDER THE BAYONETS OF TROOPS THE 
PEOPLE ARE QUIET. 


The President Governs by Virtue of His 
Own Decrees—Banker Mayring Said to 
Be the Mephistopheles of the Situation

RIO JANEIRO, Nov. 7.~The situation Is un- 
changed. Martial law is prevailing. The 
police exact passports from every body lear- 
ing the city.

This offended the 
President who resolved to dissolve Congress, 
although this proceeding was clearly uncon- 
stitutional, as atthat time the b udget had 
not yet been voted. 

DeOdoro Da Fonseca is again Dictator, 
governing by virtue of his own decrees. He 
has protnised that new elections will soon be 
held. He insists upon certain changes in the 
constitution. Tho Congress having found it- 
self unable to publish a monifesto, the mem- 
bers are returning home. 

The opinions of the residents of the prov- 
inces are unknown, all news of this sort be- 
ing suppressed, The lack of public spirit and 
patriotism will probobly cause their submis- 
sion to the will of the Dictator.

In the Reichstag the Ex-Chancellor Means 
to Fight the Battle Out-—Strong Crit- 
icism of the Kaiser’s- Policy—Herr 
Richter Reviews the Origin and R-- 
sults of the Break With Bismarck— 
How the Triple Alliance Came Into Ex- 
istence— Alsace and Lorraine. 


Paris, Nov. 7.—Yesterday witnessed one of 
those intensely Frengh incidents, picturesque 
and sensational, and the precursor of an- 
other incident which is to take place to-mor- 
row. Friday afternoon, in answer tocon- 
fidential invitations circulated in the quietest 
manner 100 gentlemen assembled at the rooms 
of a well-known public man and there with 
suitable ceremonies, speeches and other ac- 
cessories of such an occasion was handed 
over toa committee appointed forethe pur- 
pose of receiving it, a wooden casket con- 
taining the heart of Gambetta, which 
has been preserved in spirits. 
The president, the secretary and 
the general committee having in charge the 
construction of the great monument designed 
by Bartholdi to perpetuate the memory of 
Gambetta, took formal possession of the 
heart and pledged themselves to place it in the 
crypt of the monument, which has just been 
completed.

the new director—that is the Emperor—has 
forsaken the right path, and thatthe conse- 
quences are fraught with danger. This is 
bold criticism, but the ex-Chancellor goes 
further.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Early last evening a 
rumor that the United States cruiser Baiti 
more had been blown up by a Chilian torpedo 
in the harbor of Valparaiso, Chill, 
was circulated in the Navy 
Yard in Brooklyn, and created 
much excitement. Whether the Baltimore 
had been blown up accidentally or by order 
of the Chilian authorities was not stated.

etreaty with Austria was a makeshift, 
adopted when the Russian alliance Hecame 
doubtful after the Berlin Congress of 1878. 
For a time there 'wasa triple alliance of 
three Emperors, but by degrees Russia 
dropped out, and Italy came into the 
combination. Prince Bismarck seems all 
along to have preferred the Russian alliance. 
He was ready to be as Russian as possible to 
gainortokeepit. In 1885 he balanced him- 
self adroitly between Austria and Russia, 
moderating the zeal of both, and surceeded 
eventually in avertingthe danger of a colli- 
sion between them. On a famous occa- 
sion he was able to win back 
the Czar by proving’ that certain 
dispatches, which had annoyed that 
potentate, were forgeries. When Emperor 
William Il. came to the throne the question 
ofthe relations with Russia must have been 
the firstand most important of all, for the 
monarch’s first visit was to St. Petersburg. 
Atthattime the Emperor may be presumed 
to have been following Prince Bismarck’s ad- 
vice. But after the change of Chancellors the 
first important act of policy was the renewal 
of the Triple Alliance with Austria and 
Italy. This was another step away from 
Russia. The temptation is strong to suppose 
that Prince Bismarck would have preferred 
the restoration of intimate relations with the 
Czar, and that the change that he deplores 
was the widening instead of filling up of the 
breach with Russia. The evidence which 
would most decisively confirm this con- 
jecture would of course be that of the Em- 


peror. 
WILL WILLIAM REPLY? 

**The Kaiser can hardly be expected tore- 
ply to Prince Bismarck, yet he makes many 
speeches which hardly carry upon their face 
a sufficient explanation oftheir tenor. Thus 
the Emperor frequently asserted that the 
alliance with Austria is unshakable. Onlya 
few days ago he caused the German military 
attache at Vienna — declare on 
his behalf, at a caremonial dinner, 
that the Alliance was permanent The 
hearers were ata loss to understand why it 
was thought necessary to reiterate this state- 
ment, since no one has ventured to deny the 
solidity of the alliance. If, however, .we 
suppose that the ‘unshakableness’ of the 
alliance dates (in the Emperor’s mind) from 
the breac’:s with Prince Bismarck, and its 
contrary to Bismarck’s views of 
policy, the Emperor’s emphatic reiter- 
ation becomes intelligible. These 
speeches and messages bear the 
appearance of replies toa criticism which he 
feels rather than hears. The same applies to 
the Emperor’s wonderfully positive declara- 
tion that at any sacrifice Germany will retain 

\Alsace-Lorraine. This announcement is 
scarcely intelligible except on some such 
Bupposition. Bismarck has disclaimed re- 
‘sponsibility for the annexation of Metz andis 
Suspected of desiring a reconciliation with 


France.’’ 
TO CHECK VICE. | 

The police continue their efforts to place a 
check upon social vice, for which Berlin is 
notorious, being prompted thereto by the 
Emperor, who ts fully determined to bring an 
end to this crying evil. They have escorted to 
the frontiers or placed in prison 470 men who 
were subsisting upon the earnings of vicious 
women. The movement inaugurated by the 
Emperor to suppress the morally depraved 
Classes extends to every populous center of 
the empire. At a meeting of the Social 
Purity Society, which was attended by 2,000 
persons, a proposition to banish 
vicious men from the country 
was not approved. A suggestion 
was, however, adopted that they be sen- 
tenced to prison at hard labor. The prob- 
lem is a serious one and is engaging the at- 
tention of the press and pulpit. The religious 
papers advise aclose scrutiny and the re- 
pression of immoral dramas, the supervision 
of singing saloons, the prohibition\of the ex- 
posure and sale of obscene pictyfes, photo-

THE RUMOR IN WASHINGTON, 


REPORT THAT THE BALTIMORE HAD BEEN 
BLOWN UP BY A TORPEDO. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 7.—The Chilian 
squadron has been brought into active 
prominence again by the receipt 
of humerous private telegrams to 
this city to-night stating that a 
cablegram to a New York paper announced 
the startling fact that the United States 
steamer Baltimore had been blown out of the 
water by a torpedo, The dispatch con- 
veyed the additional information that 
the work of destruction was accomplished 
before day break thismorning. Capt. Schley 
and sixty-five sallors escaped 
from the water with their. lives. 
Should the information prove reliable 
it would make the loss of 210 
marines, as the Baltimore carried a 
complement of 275 men and fifty- 
one. officers. The unusual degree of 
accuracy which has heretofore character- 
ized special dispatches from Valparaiso has 
caused this report to be regarded here with 
more seriousness than it would have other- 
wise been. The additional announcement 
in the morning papers that it had 
been found necessary to place a guard 
around the United States Legation at San- 
tlago, also caused a feeling of uneasiness, 
and ina measure prepared the public mind 
for the reception of tidings that excessive 
and overt acts have been committed. In 
addition it became known this evening a 
cablegram was received at the Navy Depart- 
ment this morningfrom Capt. Schley, and 
the secrecy with which this intelligence was 
guarded increased the grounds for apprehen- 
sion. 

Secretary Blaine and Secretary Tracy place 
no reliance in the rumor. Mr. Tracy said that 
he had received a cable dispatch this morn- 
ing from Cap . Schley of the Baltimore, but 
it contained no suspicion of impending disas- 
ter, 

The fact was developed late to-night that 
the Secretary had transmitted an unusually 
long cipher dispatch to Capt. Schley about 9 
o’clock this evening. The natural infer- 
ence was drawn that affairs had reached such 
a critical juncture that an immediate reply 
was necessary in order to authorize action on 
the part of Capt. Schley. When the intricate 
and complex Government code is taken into 
consideration it will be seen that remarkable 
haste was made in communicating with our 
representatives at Valparaiso. 

Up to midnight Secretary Tracy had re- 
ceived no confirmation of the report that the 
Baltimore had been sunk. He admitted hav- 
ing received and answered a cablegram to- 
day from Capt. Schley, but would give no in- 
formation of their contents.

MURDERED BY THE ROADSIDE. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Nov. 7.—A special from 
Portiand, Arg., says: Chas. Osborne, a 
well-known and reputable business man of 
Parkdale, this county, was murdered on the 


road between Parkdale and Grand 
Lake on Thursday night. He was 
hauling cotton to the  Iatter place 


and camped by the roadside for the night. 
Yesterday morning his body was discovered. 
His head had been split open with an ax,and 
clots of blood remained on the blade ofthe 
instrument of death, The theory is that the 
murderer creptupon his victim while he was 
asleep and struck the fatal blow; this theory 
is substantiated by the circumstances. The 
body, when found, was lyingon a palletina 
partially undressed state. Whether the 
murder was committed for money or for re- 
venge is- unknown. The crime was one 
of the most flendish ever committed 
in this section of the State and the commun- 
ity isin a fever of excitement. Osborne had 
enemies, but none wh it was supposed 
would take his life. The™8cene ofthe crime 
isan isolated spot on the roadside. An in- 
vestigationis being made which may dlis- 
cover the murderer. 


A CINCINNATI MYSTERY. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 7.—Who was he? Was he 
murdered? Did he commit suicide? Police 
circles are now struggling to unravel 
the mystery implied in these questions. 
The dead man was found last Wednesday 


midnight on Fifth street near Calvent street, 
a locality noted fox midnight murders. A 
pistol lay by hisside, A bullet had entered 
his mouth and come outat the crown of his 


head. His skull was fractured 
longitudinally oon both sides of his 
head just above the ears. 


One sideofhis head showed signs of being 
struck with some heavy instrument, though 
the skin twas only marked, not broken. 
Several people heard the report of fire arms 
in that neighborhood shortly before he 
was found dead. Some heard only 
one, while others heard two reports, the first 
muffied, the other sharp and clear. The 
man was identified as a mysterious boarder 


that had stopped at a boarding-house 
a few days, where he gave 
the name of Cliffand, No papers 


or letters were found to identsfy him. 
Initials onhisclothing indicates his name 
,was not Cliffand. Theories as to who he was, 
and whether he was the victim of murder or 
suicide,are abundant, but no satisfactory 
conclusion has been reached. 


A CLEVER *‘SILK-WORM’’ FRAUD. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 7.—Miss M. K. Palmer, 
the ‘‘silk-worm expert,’’ who was arrested 
yesterday afternoon on the charge of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, spent the 
day inthe county jall. F. L. McLelland, who 


had her arrested, had her stock 
of silk worm eggs examined to- 
day and found they were nothing 


but English mustard seed. Numerous other 
complaints are coming in against Miss 
Palmer and her partner, Miss Moran, who 
have astonished this city for the 
past three months by their stun- 
ning costumes and theater parties. 
Joseph Mosant,a deaf myte, complained that 
some time during the summer Miss Palmer 
persuaded himtoadvance $100 for the pur- 
chase of eggs, assuring him that he would 
double his money in a month. Later on he 
advanced $75 more. It is impossible to find 
out how extensively the silk worm swindle 
has been worked in this State, but $4,000 
worth were piaced in this town. 

Miss Palmer has sent out many telegrams 
since her arrest, asking her friends to come 
to her assistance, but none have yet re- 
sponded. Sheclaims that she can explain 
everything and that everything will turn out 
as she represented to her victims. 


LEADING MEN IMPLICATED IN A LYNCHING,’ 
TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 7.—Last Wednesday 
Frank McLain was arrested for the brutal 
murder of his 9-month’s old stepchild, The 
detalls of thecrime were sovery sickening 


that that night a mob gathered at the Jail for 
the purpose of lynching him. The officers 
spirited the prisonet away before 
the mob charged on the jail, and 
then gave the crowd permission tosenda 
committee through the prison to satisfy them 
that the murderer was not there. Later it 
was rumored that the murderer was confined 
in the old Court-house andthe mob charged 
on the building, burst open the doors and 
made a thorough search. Eight of the leaders 
of the mob were arrested to-day and warrants 
are out for many more. Charles Gill, who 
carried arope and attempted to throw the 
noose over the head of a policeman, is 
charged with assault with intentto murder. 
The others are acctised of inciting a riot. 
Dave Gordon, a brother of the mother of the 
murdered child, is among those arrested. 
Some prominent citizens are among those for 
whom warrants have been issued, one being 
@ member of the School Board and another a 
prominent newspaper man. 


JUSTICE DOGGING BRIBE-TAKING LEGISLATORS. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 7.—The Louisiana 
Legislators have not always been above sus- 
picion but not often has justice got so Closely 
upon the track of the culprits asnow.

FIRE AT SEA. 


Curious Succession of Attempts to De- 
stroy a Cotton Ship. 


A KENTUCKY TOWN HAS THREE FIRES 
IN TWENTY-FOUR HOURS. 


Devastating Forest Fires in Missouri— 
Great Loss of Farm Property—Joplin 
Enveloped in Gloom—A Big Gale 
Theatens Immense Damage to Ship- 
ping. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 7.—Dispatches re- 
ceived from Havre, France, state that the 
cotton cargo of the British steamship, Chat- 
terton, which reached there on the 5th is on 
fire and burning fiercely. The cargo consisted 
of 4,580 bales, but how much of this has been 
destroyed is not known. 

The Chatterton loaded in New Orleans dur- 
ing the first week of October and about ten 
fires were discovered in the cotton stowed in 
her hold while inthis port. The fires were 
detected in time and no serious damage re- 
sulted, but their mysterious origin and 
their constant repetition gave rise to 
rumors that members of her crew had caused 
them. A portion of the crew consists of 
Malays and some of these had received pun- 
ishment because of rebellious conduct on the 
ship’s voyage tothis port and the fires on her 
were laid to their credit but nothing could be 
proved against them, although the Cotton 
Exchange offered large rewards. 

The later advices about the more serious 
fire at Havre seem to indicate that the work 
is incendiary, and is a continuation of the 
unsuccessful efforts made in New Orleans. 

The steamship Mercedes, laying in this 
port, received quite a severe loss by fire in 
her forepeak yesterday. Forty bales of 
cotton had been stored when the flames 
were seen issuing from the forepeak. The 
fire department flooded the compartment 
with water and prevented the destruction of 
the vessel. The fire is supposed to have been 
caused by the pipe of one of the sailors in the 
forecastle. 

Another marine fire occurred to-day, the 
vessel being the steamship Astronomer, 
bound to Liverpool with 7,000 bales of cotton. 
She had reached the passes when fire was 
discovered in hatch No. 4. She steamed back 
to the city, but when she landed the fire had 
te subdued. The loss amounts to eighty

DEVASTATING FIRES IN SOUTHWEST MISSOURI. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Nov. %7.—This town is envel- 
oped in almost impenetrable gloom to-night 
with smoke from forest fires raging in this 
neighborhood. Much damage is being done 
and farmers are havinga hard timeto save 
their crops and property. Among the losses 


reported are the total devastation of farms 
owned by Thomas Ferguson, S. M. Chapman 
and W. Wolf of this city,and the Empire 
Saw Mills,three miles east ofthis place. If rain 
does not come soon the damage will be 
large; andtoaddtothe horrors the wind is 
blowing a gale to-night. 


THREE FIRES IN A KENTUCKY TOWN.

Louisville & Nashville railroad depot at this 
place was entirely destroyed by fire Friday 
night. The flames were first discov- 
ered on the roof and the fire 
is supposed to have originated from sparks 
froman engine which lodged in the depot 
roof. The baggage and ticket office furniture 
were saved. The loss is estimated at $5,000 
with no insurance.

AN APPEAL FOR FUNDS.

NEw YORK, La., Nov. 7.—C. Harrison Par- 
ker, F. ©. Zacharie, Chas. Parlange and Geo. 
D. Johnston, constituting a special commit- 
tee of the ‘‘Democratic Anti-Lottery Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the _ State of 
Louisiana,’’ have issued an appeal to the 
people of the United States for aid inthe 
struggle with the Louisiana Lottery Co. The 
committee, after reciting how the company 
was chartered in 1868, ‘‘at the instigation of 
abandof gamblers formed in New York,’’

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UNIVERSITY AND SCHOOLS. 


They are discussing in Boston the ways 
and means of providing at public expense 
a university course for such graduates of 
the city high schools as exhibit the neces- 
sary proficiency but are prevented by 
poverty only from taking the desired uni- 
versity course. It is proposed to set apart 
enough of the school fund to allow the 
most promising high school graduates 
$400 or $450 a year each to carry them 
through any university which they may 
prefer. 

No part of a school fund raised by taxa- 
tion for the education of all the-children of 
the State should be diverted to the special 
purpose of conferring upon a select few 
educational benefits that cannot be offered 
to all alike. For every worthy high 
school graduate too poor to pay for his 
board and clothes while studying at the 
university there are probably hundreds of 
little children who are prevented from fin- 
ishing the common ward school course by 
a stern necessity which compels them to 
quit school and go to work earning their 
victuals and clothes. If the school fund 
ought to be used in clothing and feeding 
anybody, those who can get no education 
at all without such assistance should be 
first attended to and educated as far as the 
common school fund and course can carry 
them. 

But a fund provided by the contribu- 
tions and bequests of wealthy, public-spir- 
ited and, benevolent citizens to endow a 
large number of scholarships in Washing- 
ton University for the support of deserving 
pupils of the city schools would do more 
than any other sort of endowment to make 
our university a greatand famous educa- 
tional institution, and to increase the pop- 
ularity and efficiency of our common 
school system. Thatiund will be raised 
some day, and the names of its contribu- 
tors will be inscribed by after generations 
in the list of the most honored public ben- 
efactors of St. Louis. 


ORGANIZING THE NEW BOARD. 


If any man among the holdover members 
of the School Board offered any serious re- 
sistance to the methods of the ring that 
ruled that body, or if any one of them ut- 
tered even a vigorous protest against the 
scandalous connection of members with 
School Board contracts, the fact has not 
been made public. 

The submissive courtesy with which 
they assisted the dominant: contractors’ 
ring in its rule-breaking and nest-hiding 
operations was roundly condemned in the 
platiorms on which all of the suc- 
cessful candidates, except CUDMORE 
and O’CONNELL, were elected.

FRIENDS OF ALL THREE CANDIDATES 
CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 


Upon What They Base Their Hopes—How 
Exhibits for the World’s Fair Are to Be 
Admitted Free of Duty—The Committee 
on -Awards—Suggestive Statistics on 
Convict Labor—Matters at the Depart- 
ments—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 7.—In abouta 
week orten days the speakership campaign 
will be transferred to Washington. The 
candidates will open their headquarters 
here two weeks or more before the meeting 
of the House, and until the matter is settled 
the fight will be on in earnest. A very large 
number ofthe members of the new House 
willcome to Washington unpledged, though 
amajority of them have expressed their 
preferencein one way or another. There- 
fore is an open fight 
yet. It expected that two 
or three of . the candidates will 
be practically out of the fight at the start, 
but there will be a stubborn contest between 
at least three.of them until the caucus Is 
held. 

There has been some talk of a protracted 
contest in the caucus, but that does not seem 
probable. The caucus will probably be held 
the Saturday before Congress convenes, and 
a very few ballots will be apt to settle the 
Speakership question. The candidates gen- 
erally express great confidence in their own 
strength and in the weakness of their 
opponents, one time it looked 
as if there might be considerable 
bitterness in the contest, but the unwisdom 
of such a course seems to have become ap- 
parent tothose who were disposed to make 
the campaign one of attack rather than argu- 
ment, andthe contest promises to be one of 
calculation and reason, with a strong element 
of enthusiasm. 

All the leagers of the party which will be 
in power in the next House,which, of course, 
includes all the candidates, are looking to the 
future, and the result, it is asserted, will be 
decided according to what appears to be

the best interests of the party without 
much regard to personal friendship. The 
party service of a candidate, it is said, will 
count only as an indication of the 
qualifications. of the man, though 
all the candidates have claims for considera- 
tion on acccunt of their work. 

Apparently the struggle for the lead in the 
start will be between Mr. Crisp and Mr. 
Mills, with Mr. McMillinaclose third. Mr. 
McMillin, tt is claimed, will draw chiefly from 
Mr. Mills,and the longer he stays in the fight, 


|ifitappears probable that he is not going to 
‘win, 


the more injury will be dons 
the Texan. Mr. Mills’ supporters will prob- 
ably be moved largely by enthusiasm grow- 
ing outof their admiration of the courage 
and intellectual capacity of the man, and 
they will probably stand by him well. His 
friends claim that he hasa sure thing of it, 
that no one can defeat him. This confidence 
is said to be based upon the belief that he 
has won the support of the East by his 
declaration of principles which must control 
and the policy which must be followed in the 
coming Congress, 

The chief argument advanced against him 
by his opponents is that he may not have the 
calmness and judgment which are felt to be 
necessary in the organization ana control of 
the next House, They urge that there are 
others as well qualified as he is in other re- 
spects who have an advantage over him in 
this respect. The friends of Mr. Crisp speak 
as confidently of his chances as do the advo- 
cates of Mr. Mills of the chances of their can- 
didate. They believe that he has the argu- 
ment of the situation in his favor, the sup- 
port of most oi the old members, who 
are from experience capable of judging of 
the necessities of the situation, and that he 
has sufficient votes already to insure his elec- 
tion. It is claimed that from the first he has 
had a large following in the South and East 
which has been influenced to his support 
solely by the consideration of his fitness for 
the place, and that he is strong enough in 
the West, especially among the old members. 

There aré some who attacha great deal of 
importance to the candidacy of Congressmen 
Hatch, Springer and Bynum. They argue 
thatthe strength of these gentlemen in the 
House is greatly underestimated, reasoning 
that there is a large new element 
which enters into the composition of the 
next House which has not declared it- 
self. Many of these new men, it is us- 
serted, will support Hatch or Springer. 
Springer will likely have temporary rooms 
atthe National. Mr. McMillanis at home at 
the Ebbitt, So that there will be no difficulty 
about the candidates being found by those 
who come here hunting them up. About the 
time Congress meets the exporters will be 
prepared to show the magnificent results ac- 
complished by the meat inspection pillas 
arranged by Congressman Hatch of Missouri.

CONVICT LABOR. 


STATISTICS SHOWING THE NUMBER OF PRISON- 
ERS AT WORK UNDER CONTRACT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 7.—The recent 
uprising of the workmen in Tennessee 
whereby the Circleville and other convicts 
doing contract labor were given their free- 
dom, attracts attention to the report of 
Special Agent Fred H. Wines of Spring- 
fleld, Ill., who is the special agent here 


of the census in preparing statistics of pau- 
perism and crime inthe United States. All 
the criminals taken into account by that 
gentleman on June 1, 1890, were sentenced 
for terms of not less than one year, and 
the enumeration was of prisoners con- 
fined to the population of penitentiaries. Ina 
population of 62,622.20 the number of con- 
victs is shown to have been about 45,233, an 
increase over the previous ten years of thir- 
teen to the million. In the statement 9,501 
leased are included in the penitentiary popu- 
lation, because they were serving sentences 
in the States in which they were found. 

In the State of Alabama the number of 
such convicts doing outside labor are shown 
to be at ‘‘the walls’’ of WetumkKa 237, Pratts’ 
mines, 784. In Arizona, Arkansas, California, 
Colorado and’ Connecticut all confined; in 
Florida, 185 at Monticello and 177 _ scat- 
tered between Ellaville, Lake City, 
O’Brien and Live Oak; in Georgia 614 at 
the Cade coal mines and 1,060 divided among 
the fourteen convict camps in several parts 
ofthe State. In Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, and Kansas, no camps are given; Ken- 
tucky had 365 in camp as shown by the enu- 
meration, and Loultsiana 66 at the Baton 
2ouge walls; 8satthe Anglo plantation; 84 
with J. L. Rowe; 382 at Ashford, 
56at Benham, Benmet Carre 112, Carnot 73, 
Dallas 32, Goshen 49, Hard Mines 10, Lake 
Providence 160, and Point Pleasant 
Maine, Maryland, Massachu- 
settes, Michigan and Minnesota had 
prisons, Mississippi fourteen contractors 
and ‘‘the walls’’ at Jackson, employing 403 
convicts; Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, Ne- 
vada, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
Mexico and New York, confined in either 
prisons or reformatories. North Carolina had 
placed in different camps 1,362 convicts, 
while North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsy!- 
vania, Rhode Island, South Carolina and 
South Dakota confined all convicts. 

In Tennessee 544 prisoners are shown to be 
confined inthe Penitentiary at Nashville, 134 
at Coal Creek, 290 at Inman, 100 at Oliver 
Springs and 187 at Tracy City. 

Texas is shown to have 23 camps and two 
penitentiaries, numbering 3,274 convicts. 
Criminals in Utah, Montana, Washington, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin and goo ee lim- 
ited to bulldings, while Virginia had 221 con- 
victs employed outside the penitentiary. 


FOR THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE FREE IMPORTA- 

TION OF EXHIBITS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 7.—The Secretary 
ol the Treasury has announced the following 
new regulations to govern the free importa- 
tion of articles for exhibition at the World’s 
Columbian Exhibition at Chicago. 


1. Itis the purpose of this department to secure 
oa security to all articles imported for 
exhibition at the Chicago Exposition without the 
exaction of customs duties, fees or charges, and to 
arrange the proceedings of entry so as to afford the 
utmost convenience and dispatch. 
2. In order to obtain the benefits of this arrange- 
ment every package destined for the Exposition 
should have affixed to it by the foreign shipper one 
or more labels representing the flag of the country to 
which it belongs. This label should be about 8 by 12 
inches in size and should bear*across the face, in 
lain black letters the inscription: ‘‘Exposition at 
Chicago.” Ali packages should be piainly marked 
as follows: 
1. Collector of Customs, Chicago. (2) Exhibits for 
Columbian Exposition. (3) Name of consignee of 
agent at the port of first arrival in the United States. 
(4) The shipping marks and numbers of the exhib- 
(5) Name and address of the exhibitor. 


itor. 
3. Every foreign exhibitor will prepare, in dupli- 
cate, a statetnentin the form of an inveice, which 
shall show the name of the exhibitor, the marks and 
numbers of the packages, with a description of their 
contents anda declaration of the quantity and the 
market value of each separate kind thereof in the 
country of production. ‘This statement must be 
signed by the exhibitor, but will require no further 
verification. One of the invoices will be transmitted 
by mail to the Collector of Customs at Chicago and 
the other to the consignee of the goods at the port of 
first arrival. 
4. Asa matter of convenience it is recommended 
that all packages intended for the Exposition shall 
be consigned to an agent or forwarder or commis- 
sioner at the port of first arrival who will attend to 
customs business incident to the transfer of pack- 
ages from the importing vessel to a bonded route 
for transportation to Chicago. 
All of the bonded trasportation lines will 
discharge their freight at stations in Chicago 
to be arranged within the Exposition 
Grounds, and marked as sug- 
gested in art. 2, taken to their 
respective divisions as soon as they have been 
identified by Customs officers. 
The consignee of the merchandise at the 
first port of arrival must present at the Cus- 
tom- house the invoice above described, with 
a bill of lading and an entry in duplicate 
made out upon the special form to be pro- 
vided for this’ purpose by the Treasury De- 
parweee. which shal! show the name of the 
oret shipper or owner, 
of the importing vessel, the mark and 
numbers of the packages with a statement of 
the nature of their contents and of their for- 
eign Value as declared ininvoice. The ent 
must also indicate the bonded route by whic 
the goods are to be transported to Chicago 
and must be signed by the consignee. No 
other deciaration will be required. 
The articles, after having been received in 
the Exposition, wili remain under the custody

STAPLES HIGHER THAN AT ANY TIME SINCE 
1876. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 7.—Mr. Edwardg 
the United States Consul-General at Berlin, 
has sent to the Department of State a letter 
showing food pricesin Germany. The letter 
| contains a label giving the prices of whear 
rye and potatoes for each year since 187s. The 
tableshows that the prices of these producty 


was higher this year than any year since 197. 
In September, 1890, wheat was 187 marks, 
bushel, while last September it was 2:0 Marks 
a bushel. Rye in September, 1591, was 1 
marks per bushel; now it is 230 marks. I, 
September potatoes. were 14 marks pee 
bushel; to-day they brought 69 marks. 

The price of rye has for several! monthy 
past reached a height to which it has neve, 

fore risen. The wheat price has falieg 
about 9marks since August although it jg 
still higher than inany ~eptember during 
the last twenty-five years. The potatoes 
after they had fallen from 89.30 marks per by 
in July to 68.20 marks in August,in Septem her 
rose to 69.70 marks, which price has not been 
reached during the past fifteen years. These 
figures are taken fromthe labels published 
by the German Bureau of Statistics, which 
are official.

The followi ng statement of the occurrences 
at Precinct 7i, n orth,in the Eighth District 
fight will be found decidedly interesting. It 
was in Precinct 71, north, that the report 
given to the police by the judges of election 
at the closing of the polls Tuesday night last 
gave O’Connell 102 votes, while the report 
handed in to thé School Board after midnight 
gave O’Connell 148 votes: 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


As the PostT-DISPATC® has taken the honorable po- 
sition of expesing the fraud alleged to have been 
perpetrated in\the various school districts at the eiec- 
tion held Tuesday, Nov. 3, 1891, it has now become 
my duty to aid four good work. I was the Demo- 
cratic representative at Precinct 71 North on that 
day. The judgep were W. J. Conen and Steve Ryan, 
the clerk T. J. Dolan, put there by John W ’Con- 
nell. The polis were opened promptly, and as vot- 
ing progressed the voters that did not understand 
how to vote and wanted to vote for O’Connell were 
instructed properly, and those that wanted to vote 
for Shumate, Burke or Hild were soinstructed that 
their vote was made out wrong, and rejected, I will 
cite two instances to indorse my statement: 

‘*Con Halpin, living at Twenty-second and Madi- 
son streets, wanted to vote for Burke and not 
understanding how to vote, told Judge Cohen to make 
outa Burke ballot. He, Cohen, scratched the ballot 
for directors at large and did not scratch any of the 
district candidates. At the count his ballot was re- 
jected. A voter named Murphy, living at 2003 Cass 
avenue, wanted to vote for Shumate, and was in- 
structed by Clerk Dolan so that his ballot was also re- 
ance Also. a man named August Lieman, who 

ormerly lived at 2320 Mullanphy sireet, now living 
at 2301 Cass avenue. wanted to vote from his old 
number; informed the judges that he had moved and 
had not transferred: was told he couid not vote; 
went outside and returned ina few minutes with a 
slip of paper which he handed to Clerk Dolan, writ- 
tenon it: **This man will vote for O’Connell.’’ 
Dolan read it and told Ryan to give him a bDaliot. I 
took out my pencil and made a memorandum of 
same. When Dolan saw metaking items On paper 
he did not count the vote, 

When the pollsclosed at 7p. m. and the vote was 
counted it stood: O’Connell, 102; Shumate, 71; 
Burke, 89, and Hild, 15. Immediately after the 
vote was counted O'Connell came Inside with Michael 
O'Brien of 2311 Cass avenue, and was handed the 
district returns of the precinct. It was then about 

: p.m. As soon asthe count was finished the 
judges and clerk signed the tally sheet, with ‘heir 
hames and returus. also signed the memorandum 
which Officer Goggin had to make his returns. with 
their names and returns, and signed the poll-book, 
setting the returns opposite each candidate’s name, 
**At Large,’’ ‘‘District Directors,’’ O’Connell, 
102; Shumate, 71; Burke, 89, and Hild, 15. 

I made a memorandum of the returns as I counted 
them on a blank ballot, with the above figures on it. 
We left the polling place at 8:30 p.m, Clerk Dolan 
invited all into Fmil Fuetterer’s saloon across the 
street to drink. We accepted, came out, and they, 
the judges and clerk, started, as I thought, to the 
School Board office with the returns. I walkeda 
block with them and went home. 

They, the judges and clerk, make affidavit that the 
count was not overuntil 10 p. m. Mr. Cohen con- 
cludes his affidavit by stating I suggested to eject 
Mr. Bosse, and also that he did not see Mr. J. W. 
O’Connell until 10 p. m. I will back all of the above 
statement by affidavit.

HICKMAN IN THE LEAD. 


THE SEVENTH DISTRICT DIRECTOR’S CHANCES 
FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 


Reports of School Board caucuses were fly- 
ing about yesterday afternoon and evening, 
but when run down they were all denied. 
One report had it that a majority of the mem- 
bers elected Tuesday last had 
held a conference and had _ decided 
upon Dr, Hickman, the Seventh District 


member, for the eee . Another was 
that Dr. Barthold’s supporters had held 
another, and a story circulated later was 
that the Democratic members had held a 
meeting. About the most startling of all 
the rumors was that the hold-over members 
proposed to contest the election of all the 
new members on the ground tbat 
the entire election was illegal. This story 
sprung from the report that Henry L. 
Rodgers, who was removed on the ground of 
disqualification, was about to return to the 
city and claim the seat to which he was 
elected in 1889 for a term of four years. Some 
took the ground that his seat was not really 
vacant froma iegal ,point of view and that 
the call for the election of six directors-at- 
large was not proper. 

School Directors Bus and Macklin were seen 
on the subject and both pronounced the story 
unfounded. Neither had heard of any move- 
ment to have Tuesday’s election declared in- 
valid. 

When the board reoganizes Tuesday even- 
ing it will, unless there is a radical change 
inthe present situation, elect Dr. Henr 
Hickman as President. Some tell- 
ing work has been done in his behalf 
among the new members, and yesterday the 
opinion was rapidly gaining ground that 
he wasin the lead, Despite this state of 
affairsthe supporters of Directors McClain 
and Barthold also seemed confident. 

When seen by a PosT- DISPATCH representa- 
tive yesterday Mr. McClain Said: ‘‘l want it 
distinctly understood that Lam not a candl- 
date for the presidency of the 
board, have asked nobody’s 
and do not intend to. } 
place is tendered me, I will accept it with 
the understanding thatIam freeto actaslI 
please in the appointment ofcommuittees. I 
will not gointoany caucus, join any com- 
bination or make any partisan move. I rec- 
ognize that the presidency af the School 
Board is a most responsible and even labor. 
ious position, besides being one of 

1onor and being a new member I would have 
uch to learn if it was given me. I have no 
articular reason to believe that the honor 
will be offered to me, but if it is it will De ac- 
cepted only on the’ conditions I have 
mnamed.’’ ,. 

The old members held that the place ought 
to be given to a hold-over director, but 
the new-comers do not look at it through the 
the same lens. While some of the hold-over 
members favor Dr. Barthold, there are others 
who prefer somebody else. The new di- 
rectors, as matters now stand, would rather 
give it. to Dr. Hickman, W.H. McClain or 
Gist Biair. Dr. Hickman is being urged 
strongly because of his experience on 
the board. He served several terms 
and was president just before the Miller 
Board was inducted into office. Inthe event 
of his election a hold over member may get 
the vice- presidency, though Gist Blair, C. H. 
Huttig, W. E. Fisse and W. H. McClain are 
mentioned tor the same honor. 

The Republican members generally deny 
that there will be any movement made to re- 
mové any of the salaried officers and this in- 
sures the retention of Secretary and Treas- 
urer Player, Auditor Hammerstein, Bailiff 
Sexton and Attorney Starke. 


CHARTRAND DENIES A REPORT. 

Republican City Committeeman Mark R. 
Chartrand denies that he has been trying to 
dictate tothe new School Directors elected 
on the Republican ticket. ‘‘In_ the first 
place,’’ he said, ‘‘the gentlemen elected 
would not tolerate any such dictation and in 
the second placelI would not attempt any.

Chairman Wehner’s Council Committee 
Report Their First Bill. 


The first report made by the Council Com- 
mittee on Railways, under the guidance of 
Charles E. Wehner, the new chairman, is 
one that has immensely pleased all the 
street railway managers in the city, and 
George D, Capen especially. It is an unfavor- 
able report upon the bill introduced by 
Councilman Jolin Aw Sloan, so regulating 


the running and stopping of the street cars 
as toreduce the danger of accidents to the 
minimum. The bill required the cars to stop 
entirely at crossings to let off passengers, in- 
stead of slowing up merely, as they are now 
accustomed to do, and it also forbade the 
cars from carrying more passengers than 
could be seated. The street railways em- 
ployed Frank Stone, a member of the Legis- 
lature, to strangle the bill forthem. While 
Councilman Albert Arnstein was chairman 
the Ratiroad Committee held one meeting 
and heard arguments for the bill and against 
it. When the committee adjourned that 
time the announcement was made that the 
bill would again be considered publicly. This 
was not done. The street railways and Rep- 
resentative Stone brought some argu- 
ments to bear in a quiet way 
that convinced the committee that it 
would be folly to impose such 
restrictions upon street raliway traffic as the 
bill intended. Councilman Andrew J. Hool- 
an stated atthe City Hall that he had made 
up his mind about the bill and would vote 
against it, 

fhe committee has held but one meeting 
since the new chairman was putin. This 
meeting was a private one. It was held 
down town, inthe office of the chairman of 
the committee, a most unprecedented thing. 
The fate of the bill must have been decided 
upon then, so farasthe Railroad Committee 
was concerned, but the rest of the Council- 
men will have a chance to vote onit. It will 
come up for action Friday after next. 

It was stated quite freely about the City 
Hall last week that the railroad influence had 
something to do with the removal of Chair- 
map Arnstein, and the first important step 
the committee has taken since that has given 
color to the story. 


UNSETTLED BY SUFFERING.

Mystery Surrounding the Reported Sui- 
cide of Miss Maggie Matthews. 


ANXIETY FELT BY HER FRIENDS ABOUT 
A 8T. LOUIS GIRL’S FATE. 


——, 


She Wrote From St. Charles to the Man 
She Loved That She Intended to Kill 
Herself—The St. Charles County Coro- 
ner Knows Nothing of the Case—Mr. 
Coes Interviewed. 


The supposed suicide of Miss Maggte 
Matthews of St. Charles on account of the un- 
requited love she had for Mr. Will Coes, a 
young man employed at William Barr’s dary 
goods store in this city, is developing into a 
very deep mystery. 

Miss Matthews’ many friends in this city 
have been mourning her as dead, but there 
are now good reasons for believing that she 
did not accomplish self - destruction. 
Coroner Morgan of St. Charles County 
knows nothing about the suicide and 


Maggie:Matthews. 
Mr. Robert Irwin, President of Lindenwood 
College where Miss Matthews is said to have 
attende dsays he remembers no such girl as 
Maggie Matthews and that nu one in the in- 
stitution is acquainted with the girl. 

Miss Matthews wrote to Mr. Coes five days 
ago informing him that she intended to com- 
mit suicide and by the time her letter 
reached him would be a.corpse. Mr. Cues 
also received word from a friend of Miss 
Matthews that she had taken a dose of 
morphine Monday with suicidal intent. 

MR. COES AMAZED. 

When informed yesterday that the Coroner 
of St. Charles County denied all knowledge 
of Miss Matthews’ death and that the Presi- 
dent of Lindenwood College claimed that no 
such girl had ever attended the institution, 
Mr. Coes was amazed. 

‘‘T was under the impression she had died 
last Wednesday,’’ he said. ‘‘I was told bya 
friend of hers that she had taken 
morphine on Monday, and when her letter 
reached me it put the matter at rest. I 
tnought that herremains had been sent home 
ty Albany by this time.’’ 

When asked for a statement of all that had 
passed between himand Miss Matthews he 
repled: 

‘*My acquaintance with Miss Matthews dates 
back several years. She was then living with 
her parents at 1920 St. Louls avenue. 
Maggie was an extremley handsome girl, 
tall and dark with. most engaging 
manners. Wesoon grew to be fast friends 
and I was constantly in her company. She 
always was brightand cheerful, and if she 
had one fault it wasaspirit of wilifulness 
which she contracted from always having 
had herown way. Her parents were very 
well-to-do and lavished money upon her. She 
was left to gzoand come as she pleased and 
was never denied a single thing she desired. 
After I had known her for some 
time she said to me one day: ‘Will. 
I think I'll gO to Lindenwood 
College. I wan’t tostudy painting.’ I told 
her it would be a very nice thing todo, and 
as her parents made no objections she went. 
I wrote to her continually while she was in 
St. Charles, but always to the Post-office. 
Dr. Irwin’s letter puzzles me. She was out 
there a whole year and I heard she was well- 
known and very popular among the people 
in that vicinity. She may have given a wrong 
name at the college because she 
told her parents to come 
out to see her, put that she would 
come intosee them, She told me if everl 
went out to see her to send out word before 
hand. she came back from St. Charles in the 
spring of 1889. One evening after her return 
a party of young folks went down to Hotel 
Rozier to call on a young marmed couple. 
Strange to say, everyone in the 
company was engaged exceptourselves. She 
suggested that we become engaged and think- 
ing it wasa joke I assented. he took the 
matter seriously and spoke to me about it 
afterwards but I told her that Ihad assented 
only in jest. She refused to believe me and 
always maintained we were to be married. 

‘*Shortly after this she departed very sud- 
denly for England and remained abroad for 
about two years. She visited a family 
named Edwards, who have relatives here in 
St. Louls. After her return I heard several 
things which caused meto call on her for an 
explanation of hertrip abroad. Our inter 
view terminated very unsatisfactorily and an 
estrangement sprung up etween 
us. I made it a point to 
avoia her ever afterwards. Her 
father died a month after her return and the 
family accompanied his remains to Albany, 
N. Y., their old home, where they have since 
resided. 

** About two weeks ago I heard that Maggie 
had come back to visit friendsinthiscity. I 
saw nothing of her untiliast Sunday evening. 
I was going out to visita young lady friend, 
when I met Miss Matthews on Sixteenth street 
and Franklin avenue, in front of Bow- 
man’s Dairy. I was not at all 

leased with the meeting and _ tried 

»)getaway, but she detained me. ‘Will 
hear you are engaged tobe married?’ was the 
first thing she asked. ‘Certainly,’ I replied, 
‘To whom, pray?’ she inquired. ‘Well, you’l 
find that out soon enough,’ I replied. 
‘Well, you'll never mar another 
woman while I’mliving. Will, I'll have you 
yet.’ Ionly laughed the matter of and left 
her. AsIwas going she cried out: ‘Come 
out and see me. Iam staying at 3330 Laclede 
avenue, on the south side of the street.’ I 
am not sure ofthe number, but it was be- 
tween thirty and forty. Last Tuesday Miss 
Maggie Bannon, a young lady from 
Topeka, Kan., who was visiting the Barry 
family at St. Peter’s, came in tosee me and 
said that Maggie had taken @ dose of mor- 
phine Moncay morning.

WATER FAMINE IN NEW YORE. 


The Supply About Exhausted and Strict 
Economy Enforced. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—A water famine is 
staring New Yorkers in the face. The reserve 
lakes have been drawn on for nearly four 
months and the quantity of water consumed 
by the people of New York has, during this 
period, been enormously in excess of the 
daily flow ofthe Croton river. At the big 
reservoir in Central Park the average depth 
s now 29 feet 7inches. It was three inches 
higher yesterday, and at this rate of con- 
sumption it will not be long before the sup- 
ply is exhausted. Everything is being done 
to curtail the use of water and 
prevent its waste. All the permits 
for the use of hose for washing windows, 
stoops andareas have been revoked. The 
public fountains have ceased playing and the 
sprinkling cart drivers have had orders to 
golight. If necessary the sprinkling of the 
streets will be stopped entirely for awhile. 

‘*The trouble is that people have an idea 
that the supply is inexhaustible since the new 
acqueduct has been finished,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Gilroy yesterday. ‘‘Ailthe wells are 
becoming dry up in Westchester and Putnam 
Counties. Thedrouth ofthe present season 
has been almost unprecedented and during 
the last six months the rainfall has been very 
much below the average of ordinary years.’’ 

‘*The streams upin the Stateare also run- 
ning dry. It will take a heavy and Jong con- 
tinued rainfall, according to Engineer 
Birdsall, to bring the supply of water for the 
city up to its normal condition. 2

Trouble Caused by Incompetency in 
the Judges’ Stand. 


DEATH OF A FULL BROTHER TO TULLA 
BLACKBURN. 


Sallie McClelland to Be Bred to St. Blaise 
—The Talent at Guttenburg Given a 
Surprise—Racing at Nashville, Chi- 
cago, Washington and Gloucester — 
Gossip Concerning the Bang-Tails. 


LEXINGTON, Ky:, Dec. 7.—The legitimate 
racing reason has concluded in the East, and 
with the wind up of the meeting now in prox: 
ress at Nashville, it closes in the West. In 
the matter of meetings long drawn out, of 
money hung upin stakes and purses and in 
the number of races run, 1891 has no parallel 
in the history of the Americanturf, but in 
the character of sport and honesty of purpose 
among many owners and jockeys, the racing 
season, onthe whole, lacked the tone that 
has marked it in other years. The most de- 
ficient point on the race tracks, especially of 
the West, to-day, is in the Judges’ stand. 
Men who affiliate with owners, breeders 
who raise stock to. sell, interfere 
with their own interest if their rulings 
grate harshly on the ears ofatricky, but in- 
fluUential horseman. In some cases this sea- 
son men have been permitted to judge races 
who are absolutely incompetent, through 
physical disabilities or a lack of knowledge of 
the turf, while others that fill like positions 
are so prejudiced in their views as to make 
them still more incompetent when it comes 
to judging between manand man. Because 
a man has bred a great race horse, orisa 
Captain or a Colonel by title, he should not 
be permitted to judge a race unless his 
knowledge of racing rules is perfected by 
years of experience of the turf. 
No man can now comprehend the amount of 
money bet ona single race throughout the 
country. Evena selilng purse run on one of 
the big tracks carries enough money to stock 
abank. Therefore a decisionis just as im- 
portant as the finalruling inacivic case in 
the courts on a law which involves a fortune. 
The judge whoerrs in his rulings in the law 
courts can be over-ruled bya higher power; 
but to the poor horseman who sees his money 
fade away with the evening time, there is no 
appeal. 

The Belle Meade stud lost recently by death 
the weanling bay colt Iriquois, dam Tulla- 
homa, by imp. Great Tom, a full brother to 
Tulla Blackburn and an own brother to Mar- 
cus Daly’s great 2-year-old Tammany. As 
the latter colt has won over $50,000 in stakes 
and purses this year and Tulla Biackburn has 
followed up last season’s successful winnings 
with another fairly brilllant running season, 
the loss of this colt means something in the 
neighborhood of $5,000 to his owner, it being 
a certainty that he would have brought that 
much if not more at the yearling sale of this 
establishment in the spring. 

Marion C., the crack performer of the 
Western division in the all-age class, and 
one of the few horses credited with beating 
the mighty Kingston this year, has been 
turned out for the season and will not face 
the flag again until the roses bloom in 1892. 
Her earnings foot up this year $19,980, which 
makes her lead all mares 4 years old and 
over On the American turf in 1991, iN money 
won. She retires sound, and with Los 
Angeles and Firenzi virtually on the retired 
list, Marion C, is leftat least fora short sea- 
son to wear the honors of the queen of the 
running turf. 

The $10,000 bush horse, Brazos, has been 
sent to his owner’s ranch in Texas, his ulti- 
mate destination being the stud. At Gar- 
field Park, Chicago, recently it was discov 
ered that his feet had spread, and while an 
effort will be made to train him again late in 
the summer next year, it is feared his racing 
daysareover. Inregard tohis merits asa 
performer, his owner told a friend but re- 
cently that when he was just right he did not 
think any horse that has ever appeared on 
the turf In the West this season could Deat 
Brazos a mile or under at anything like an 
equal scale of weights.

AN UNFORTUNATR BOAST. 

Convict labor has been used in Tennessee 
for twenty years. But the Coal Creek region 
has been free fromthe curse until the past 
two years. The cause of its introduction, or 
the pretext perhaps, was a difficulty between 
one of the companies andits men, At other 
places convicts had been used, but while 
they had displaced some free labor they had 
not lowered wages materially and the miners 
submitted, But after they were put into the 
Briceville mines boasts were made that 
coal would be produced so cheaply that 
the employers of free labor would not be 
able to market thefr products. Thecost at 
the mouth of the shaft falls not far if any 
below 95 cents per ton, when mined with free 
labor. The boaster mentioned said that 60 
cents would hereafter be the maximum with 
convicts. This may or may not have been 
true, but the miners took alarm and from 
that boast the outbreak dates. 

TO RUIN THE COMMUNITY. 

But as the convict is not represented in the 
controversy his case may be allowed to go b 
default. The most serious aspect of the dif- 
ficulty is the part played by the State of Ten- 
nessee. The State was in a game, with a 
guarantee that whatever the result, $100,000 
at least should go into the treasury. a 
as it may seem the State has been engaged in 
anattempt to ruin the employers of free 
labor in East Tennessee and to turn over the 


coal mines to employers of con- 
victs. The inevitable result of 
this policy would have been very soon 


seen in the bankruptcy of the free companies 
and the transfer of their mines to one or two 
gigantic syndicates controlling the whole 
mining resources of the State. It will be seen 
that thisis not only a workingman’s griev- 
ance. From the outset the operators employ- 
ing free labor have watched the influx of 
striped suited black men, with a full knowl- 
edge of whatit meant for them. But they 
were helpless until the miners themselves 
took alarm and settled the difficulty in their 
own rude way. 

Noristhisall. The evil was beginning to 
touch every one and was felt in all kinds of 
business notinany way connected with the 
mining industry. A village from which the 
free consumers have Been expelled to make 
room for the hundreds of convicts can not 
prosper. Briceville was a‘ prosperous little 
settlement. There were 200 or 800 free miners, 
representing a population of 1,000to 1,500in 
the immediate vicinity of the mines. But 
when these were set tramping by the State of 


Tennessee, when it established a con- 
vict camp there and went into 
partnership with the ‘Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Co. in the  busi- 


ness of mining coal, the sources of prosperity 
were driedup. Theearnings of thegniners, 
which had hitherto gone into the to and 
contributed to the upbullding ofa healthy 
prosperity, were diverted to the coffers of 
the coalcompany and into the Treasury of 
the State of Tennessee. Do not forget this 
last mentioned fact. The Stateis making a 
profit out of the misery and misfortune of its 
citizens. It is one party in a syndicate, 
whose commodity is cheap labor. 

Now, what is to be done? 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

One of the plans suggested is to employ the 
prisoners on public works. An East and 
West railroad issadiy needed, and the con- 
victs could be profitably worked on such a 
road without affecting wages or displeasing 
free labor. The Stateof North Carolina has 


‘The ‘‘turnpikes’’ of the State are not things 
of pride, and convict labor might be well em- 
ployed in improving and maintaining them. 
And there are many other ways in which the 
energy of these unfortunates can De saved 
without displacing that of others. This plan 
has many advocates, but it is not formulated 
and cannot be applied at once. 
MANUFACTURING CONVICTS. 

But there is a more direct and simpler 
method whichis being seriously considered, 
at leastin East Tennessse. It is simply to 
stop the manufacture of convicts. The list of 
felonies in Tennessee is too long. The 
negroes are the chief sufferers from the penal 
laws. in Tennessee it is almost true that all 
convicts are negroes. Last July 10 marched 
through the streets of Knoxville, of whom 137 
were blacks. The penal laws seem to 
be. cunningly adapted to catch the negroes. 
On this it is not necessary to dwell. There 
may have been politics in it at the outset, 
but this charge cannot be sustained to-day. 
There is too much finance in itnow. the 
negroes are , immoral; they are unmoral. 
They need ghardians, not guards. Itis as 
natural for a Tennessee negro to steal 
chickens as for a modern ‘‘financter’’ to 
Heis not vicious, but un- 

He needs correction, not pun- 
Chicken thieves suffer the fate of 
‘‘sent up’’ for a term of 
years.

It was 
estimated that the number of convicts would, 
in a short time, be reduced from 1,600 to 600 or 
“00. This would solve the convict labor 
question, and the miners would probably 
have accepted it, at least as a mitigation of 
the evil. But the bill was defeated. ‘ At the 
special session it was again introduced and 
again defeated. There are those who say 
there was too much finance inthe Assembly. 
It was a ‘‘businesslegisiature.’’ ~- 

Either of these solutions are possible in the 
opinion of those who have studied the sub- 
ject—the alternative being to confine the 
convicts within the walls of the peniten- 
tiaries. This latter, itis said, is out of the 
question and would bankrupt the state. 
There seems to be a great fear of bank- 
ruptcy, for in spite of the great wealth of the 
State the Government is in difficuities 
and has been for twenty years. Prac- 
tical objections are urged against every pian 
suggested, most having reference to the 
poverty-stricken condition of the State. But 
the mountaineers are determined to bring 
about a settlement of some sort and will not 
tolerate the convicts. That something must 
be done is admitted. What it shall be no one 
here undertakes tosay. But one thing Is cer- 
tain: When the people of Tennessee make up 
their minds to do the right thing, it will be 
borne in upon them how to do it.

SLEEPING TO DEATH. 


Miss May White’s Physician Says She 
Cannot Live. 


SHE HAS BEEN ASLEEP SINCE JUNE LAST 
EXCEPT DURING BRIEF INTERVALS. 


A Remarkable Case Which the Physicians 
Are Unable to Diagnose—The Strange 
Patient Has Lost Seventy-Five Pounds, 
and Now Weighs Less Than Fifty 
Pounds— History of the Case. 


LANSING, Mich., Nov. 7.—Miss May White, 
the young woman who has now been asleep 
for 150 days, is losing her strength, and 
though Dr. Brown, who has attended her 
during her strange sickness, thought until 
yesterday she would recover, he now admits 
that she cannot live. He wrote from Ingham 
Township, where he and his patient are, that 
Miss White was losing strength and could 
not last many days. 

Miss White is 23 years of age and ts the 
youngest daughter of Palmer White, who has 
been proprietor of a general country store in 
the township of Ingham for a score or more 
of years, and whose family is known all 
over this and Jackson counties. May is 
the youngest of three children. She has 
a brother and sister and the latter has been 
in constant attendance upon the sleeping 
girl since she was overtaken by the strange 
malady which has so sorely puzzled the phy- 
sicians. In 1890 May was taking a course in 
bookkeeping and shorthand at Cleary’s Bus!i- 
ness College at Ypsilanti, Mich., and buta 
few weeks before completing the course was 
taken sick of nephritis on Aug. 4. 

EPILEPSY FOLLOWED. 

A short time previous to this attack she 
fell while ascending the slippery steps lead- 
ing to one of the college buildings and re- 
ceived an injury which caused an abscess to 
develop on her side and she was forced 
to return home, Dr. Brown was 
called to see her after she reached home 
and under his treatment both the disease and 
nephritis healed nicely. For three months 
Miss White enjoyed her usual health but at 
the end of that period histerio-epllepsy devel- 
oped, and her condition at once became most 
pitifal. The convulsions which strained her 
nerves to the highest tension and racked her 
body with most excruciating torture were 
horrible to witness, Notonly were these con- 
vulsions terrible in thelr severity but they 
occurred with alarming frequency until it 
was no unusual occurrence for her to exper!i- 
ence fifty of those awful attacks in a single 
day. 

WHEN SHE FELL ASLEEP. 

Miss White continued to have the convul- 
sions for about sixty days when they ceased 
as suddenly as they made thelr appearance, 
and for fully two months the patient was 
comparatively well. There was no recurrence 
of the convulsions, no signs of a return of 
the abcess or nephritis, and she seemed to 
be ina fair way torecover. Toward the end 
of this period she was pronounced fully re- 
by the physicians, when, without 
the slightest premonition of approaching 
danger, she fell into a deep sleep early in 
June last, and she bas been unconscious of 
her surroundings a greater portion of the 
time since. 

A very peculiar feature ofthe case is that 
during her five months of slumber several of 
her friends and relatives have at numerous 
times tried toawaken her, but have never 
succeeded in doing so, and upto this day no 
one but Dr. Brown has been able to rouse her 
from her deep and enervating sleep. It took 
Dr. Brown over five hoursto awaken her the 


first time and she had then been asleep 
twenty-six hours. The average time now re- 
quired to awaken her is twenty minutes. 


‘ihe shortest periods that the Doctor 
has succeeded in keeping her awake was 
twenty minutes and the longest was six 
hours. She hasbeen awake the greater 
length of time named but once and this was 
within the past few days. Forthe past ten 
days she has beenawakeon an average of 
four and one-half hours per day. 

When sleeping the unfortunate woman lies 
verfectly rigid, and if not awakened at regu- 
ar intervais she would certainly dle of ex- 
haustion. The doctor awakened her three 
timesa day, at $:#a.m.,2:0 p. m. and be- 
tween 9 andlvp: m.

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. %7.—Gen. Palmer, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, has just made public the follow- 
ing order: 


HEADQUARTERS 
GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC, 
ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S OFFICE, 
ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 4, 1891. 

The attention of the Commander-in-Chief 
has been called to the tact that comrades 
wearing the badge and uniform of the Grand 
Army of the Republic participated in a recent 
demonstration where the Confederate flag 
was carried and displayed. 

For four long years you braved the per- 
{ls and vicissitudes of warto wipe outall Prat 
that flag represented. When your work was 
accomplished the grand Union armies had 
become the most powerful and effective the 
world had ever seen. They melted away like 
the snow on the hill-tops under the beams of 
& noonday sun. You resumed the peaceful 
vocations of civil life and the nation resumed 
once more its career of unparalleled progress, 

rosperity and happiness. There never was 

n the history of any civilized swarfare such 

magnanimity evinced towards a foeas the 
terms of the surrender of Lee’s army at Ap- 
pomattox, We had learned toadmire the 
gallantry of the men we had vanquished as 
only men could admire them who had tested 
thelr endurance and valor upon many bloody 
battlefields. When they laid down their arms 
we sought peace; we reached out the right 
hand of fellowship to all who would accept It 
on the broad grounds of American citizen- 
ship and unconstitutional loyalty. 

The contest had cost us untold millions of 
Goliars and the Hves of thousands of the 
bravest and the best who marched under the 
stars and stripes down into the jaws of 
death, not fora party or a creed, for men of 
all opinions and afmiliations gave up their 
lives tosavethe nation from disruption and 
the fag from dishonor.

FIXING THEIR PAY. 


Bill to Regulate the Compensation of 
Post-Office Employes. 


THE MEASURE TO BE SUBMITTED TO 
THE NEXT CONGRESS. 


Its Provisions Agreed Upon by the Oon 
vention of Postal Clerks at Pitteburg 
Last September—The Plan of Olassifi- 
cation and Method of Promotion—Text 
ofthe Bill. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 7.—For the purpose of 
remedying the evil now existing in the Post- 
office department regarding the promotion 
and pay of those entering the service under 
the civil service rules, the National Associa- 
tion of Post-office Clerks, at their annual 
meeting in Pittsburg, last September, 
authorized the drafting of a bill for this pur- 
pose, which is to be presented to the coming 
Congress for passage. The drafting of the 
new bill was completea by the Associations 
attorney in Washington last week, acopy of 
which was furnished the press to-day by 
National Secretary ©. R. Slusser. Itis as 


follows: 
FIRST-CLASS OFFICES. 


That the Postmaster-Genera! be, and hets hereby 
authorized toclassify and fix the salaries uf the clerks 
and employes attached to the first-class post-oflices 
rom, and after July 1.1592, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, 

The Assistant Postmaster shall receive 50 
of the salary of the Postmaster, as provided by act of 
March 3, 1883, exceptat New York, N.- . where 
the salary of the Assistant Postmaster shall be fixed 
at $3,500 per annym, and that ofthe Second Assist- 
ant-Postmaster at $2,000 per annum, 

The secretary and stenographer to Postmaster at 
offices where authorized, five classes, salary shall 
be granted in even hundreds of dollars at 41,200

Assistant Superintendeuts of Registry shall receive 
30 per cent of the salary of the Postmaster, except at 
New York, N. ¥., where the the salary of the First 
Assistant Superintendents of Kegistry 
shall be fixed at $2,400 and $1,500 per annum re- 
spectively. 

Superintendents of Money Order Divisions shall 
receive 40 per cent of the salary of the Postmaster, 
exceptat New York, N. Y., where the salary of the 
Superintendent of the Money Urder Division shail be 
fixed at $3,500 per annum. 

Assistant superintendents of money order divi- 
sions shail receive 30 per cent of the salary of the 
Postmaster, except at New York, N. Y¥., where the 
salary of the firstand second assistant superinten- 
dents of money order division and the chief book- 
keeper of money order division shall be fixed at 
$2,400, $1,500 and $1,800 respectively. 

Superintendents of Carrier or other important sta- 
tions shall receive a salary from $1,100 per annum to 
not exceeding $2,000 per annum except at New 
York, Y., where the salaries of the Muperin- 
tendents of Stations **A’’ and *'D’’ shall be fixed 
at $2,500 cach per annum,and Superintendents ‘*E’’ 
and ‘*F’’ shall be fixed at $2,200 each per annum. 

(Clerks in charge of carrier or other important sta- 
tions shall receive from $1.000 to $1,400 per an- 
num. Genera! foreman shali receive a salary of 
Cierksin charge of package sta- 
stations for the registry and money order 


from $100 to $900 per annum. 

Stampers and mai] messengers, three classes, sal- 
ary shall be graded in even hundreds of dollars, from 
$600 to not exceeding $500 per annum. 

Printers, four classes, salary shail be graded in 
even hundreds of dollars, from $900 to not exceed- 
ing $1,200 per annum. Pressmen, meseengers, 
watchmen, laborers, japitors, yrters, firemen, 
carpenters, waste paper eXaminers, and gen- 
eral utility som. our classes, salary shail 
be graded in even’ hundreds of dollars from $600 to 
$900 perannum. The Auditoranad Draughteman at 
New York. N.Y¥., shall receive $2,000 and §1,200 
respectively. 

The employes of each post-office, except those 
herein before named, shall be divided by the post- 
master, subject to the approval of the P’ostmaster- 
General, into two classes, to be known as first class 
clerks and second class clerks. Fifty percentof the 
number shail be designated as first 
class and 50 per cent as second class 
clerks who shall be rated according to the length of 
timeinthe service. First-class clerks shail be di- 
vided into five classes as follows: One-fifth shall re- 
ceive $1,400 per annum, one-fifth $1,300 per annum,

AIX-LEsS-Barins, Oct. 26.—Certainly Aix- 
les-Bains is an enchanting place. 
but I think the 
facts justify it. True, there is a rabble of no- 
bilities, big and little, here all the time, and 
Often a king or two, but as these behave quite 
nicely and also keep mainly to themselves, 
they are little or no annoyance. And then a 
\ king makes the best advertisement there is, 
andthe cheapest. All he costs is a reception 
at the station by the Mayor and the police in 
their Sunday uniforms, shop-front decora- 
tions along the route from station to hotel, 
brass band at the hotel, freworks in the 
evening, free bath in the morning. This is 
the whole expense; and in return for it he 
goes away from here with the broad of his 
back metaphorically stenciled over with dis- 
play ads., which shout to all nations of the 
earth, assisted by the telegraph: 


Rheumatism routed at Aix-les-Bains! 
Gout admonished, Nerves braced up! ; 
All Diseases welcomed ,and satisfaction given : 
or the money returned at the door : 


We leave nature’s noble cliffs and crags un- 
defiled and uninsulted by the advertiser’s 
paint brush. We use the back of aking, 
which is betterand properer, and more ef- 
fective, too, forthe cliff stays still and few 
see it, but the king moves across the flelds of 
‘the world, and is visible from all points likea 
constellation. We are out of kings this week, 
but one willbe along soon—possibly his Sa- 
tanic Majesty of Russia. There’s a colossus 
for you! A mysterious and terrible form that 
towers up into unsearchable space and casts 
a shadow across the universe like a planet in 
eclipse. There will be one absorbing specta- 
cle inthis world when we stencil him and 
start him out. 

This isan old valley, this of Aix, both in 
the history of man and the geological records 
ofthe rocks. Its little lakeof Bourget car- 
ries the human history back to the lake 
dwellers, furnishing seven groups of their 
habjtations,and Dr. Graveyard saysin his 
interesting local guide book that the mount- 
ains round about furnish ‘‘geologically, a 
veritable epitome ofthe globe.’’ “The strati- 
fied chapters of the earth’s history are clearly 
and permanently written on the sides of the 
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Mark Twain. 
roaring bulk of the Dent du Chat, but many 
of the layers of race,religionand government, 
which tn turn have flourished and perished 
here between the lake dweller of several 
thousand years ago andthe French republi- 
can of to-day, are ill-definedand uniforming 
Dy comparison. There were several varieties 
of pagans. They went their way, one after 
the other, down into night and oblivion, 
leaving no account of themselves, no memo- 
rials. The Romans arrived 2,800 years ago; 
other parts of France arerich with remem- 
brances of their eight centuries of occupa- 
tion, butnot many are here. Other pagans 
followed the Romans. By and by Christian- 
ity arrived, Some 400 years after the time of 
Christ. The long procession of races, lan- 
guages, religions and dynasties demolished 
each other’s monuments and obliterated

As a result, nothing is left of the handi- 
work of the remoter inhabitants of the re- 
gion except the constructions of the lake 
Gweliers and some Roman odds and ends. 
There is part of a small Roman temple, there 
is part of a Roman bath, there is a graceful 
and battered Roman arch. It stands ona 
turfy level over the way from the present 
great bath house, is surrounded by magnolia 
trees, and is both a picturesque and suz- 

gestive object. It has stood there some 1,600 
years. Its nearest neighbor, not twenty 
Steps away,isa Catholic church. They are 
Symbols of the twochieferas in the history 
of Aix. Yes, and ofthe European world. I 
Judge that the venerable arch is held in rev- 
erent esteem by everybody, and that this 
esteem is its sufficient protection from insult, 
for it is the only public structure I have yet 
seen in France which lacks the sign, ‘‘It is 
forbidden to post bills here.’’ Its neighbor, 
the church, has that sign on more than one 
of its sides, and other signs, too, forbidding 
certain otber sorts of desecration. 

The arch’s next nearest neighbor—just at 
its elbow, like the church—is the telegraph 
Office. Sothere you have the three great eras 
bunched together—the era of war, the era of 
theology, the era of business. You pass un- 
der the arch, and the buried Cmsars seem to 
rise from the dust of the centuries and flit be- 
fore you; you pass by that old battered 
church, andare in touch with the middle 
ages,and with another step you can put 
down 10 francsand shake han with Osh- 
kosb unger the Atlantic. 

it is curious to think what changes the last 
ofthe three symbols stands for: changes in 
men’s ways and thoughts, changesin mate- 
rial civilization, changes in the Deity—or in 
men’sconception of the Deity, ifthatis an 
exacter way of putting it. The second of the 

mbols arrived on the earth at atime when 
the Deity’s possessions consisted of a smal! 
sky freck] with mustard seed stars, and 
under it a patch of landed estate not so big as 
the holdings of the Czar to-day, and all his 
ime was taken up in trying to keepa hand- 

lof Jews in some sort of order—exactly 
the same number of them that the Czar has 
lately been dealing with In a more abrupt 
andiar lessloving ana long-suffering way.

It was, 
without doubt, a mistake anda step back- 
ward when the Presbyterian Synods of 
America lately decided, by vote, to leave him 
still embarrassed with the dogma of infant 
damnation, Situated as we are; we cannot 
at present know with how much of ny mae 
he watched the balloting, nor with how muc 
served disappointing he observed the re- 
sult. 

Well, all these eras above spoken of are 
modern, they are of last week, they are of 
yesterday, they are of this morning, so to 
speak. The springs, the healing waters that 
hoe] up from under this hillside village, in- 

eed, are ancient; they, indeed, are a genu- 
ine antiquity; they antedate all these fresh 
human matters by processions of centuries; 
they were born with the fossils of the Dent 
du Chat, and they have been always limpid 
and always abundant. They furnished a 
million gallons a day to wash the lake 
dwellers with, the same to wash 
the Cmsars with, no less to wash 
Balzac with, and have not diminished on my 
account. A miltion gallons a day—for how 
many days? Figures cannot set forth the 
number. The delivery, in the aggregate, has 
amounted toan Atlantic. And there is still 
an Atlantic down in there. By Dr. Grave- 
yard’s calculation that Atlantic is tbhree- 
quarters of a mile down in theearth. The 
calculation is based upon the temperature of 
the water, which ts 1l4deg. to 117 deg. Fahren- 
heit, the natural law being that below a cer- 
tain depth heat augments at the rate of one 
degree for every sixty feet of descent. 

Aixis handsome and is handsomely situ- 
ated, too, onits hill slope, with tts stately 
prospect of mountain range and plain spread 
out before it and about it. The streets are 
mainly narrow and steep and crooked and 
interesting and offer considerable variety in 
the way ofnames. On the corner of one of 
them you readthis: Rue du Puilts d’Enfer— 
pit of Hell street. Some of the sidewalks are 
only 18inches wide; they are forthe cats, 
probably. There is a pleasant park, and 
there are spacious and beautiful grounds 
connected with the two great pleasure re- 
sorts, the Cercle and the Villa des Fleurs. 
The town consists of big hotels, little hotels 
and pensions. The season lasts about six 
months, beginning with May. When itis at 
its helght there are thousands of visitors 
here,and in the course of the season as Many 
as 20,000 in the aggregate come and go. 

These are not all here for the baths; some 
come for the gambling facilities and some for 
the climate. Itisaclimate where the fleld 
strawberry flourishes through the spring, 
summer and fall. Itishot in the summer, 
and hot in earnest; but this is only in the day 
time; itis not hotatnight. The Engtish sea- 
son is May and June; they get a good deal of 
rain then, and they like that. The Americans 
take July, andthe French take August. By 
the lstof July the open air music and the 
evenipg concertsand operas and plays are 
tairly under way, and from that time onward 
the rush of pleasure hasa steadily increas- 
ing boom. It is said that in August the great 
grounds and the gambling rooms are crowd- 
ed allthe time and noend of ostensible fun 
going on, 

It is a good place for restand sleep and gen- 
eral recuperation of forces. The book of Dr. 
Graveyard says there is something about this 
atmosphere whichis the deadly enemy of in- 
somnia, and [ think this must be true, foriflI 
am any judge, this town is at times the nois- 
lest one in Europe, and yeta body gets more 
sieep here than he could at home, Idon’t care 
where his home is. Now we are lIivingata 
most comfortable and satisfactory pension, 
with a garden of shade trees and flowers 
and shrubs, and a convincing air of 
quiet and repose. But just across the 
narrow’ street is the little market 
square, and ata corner of that is that church 
that is neighbor to the Roman arch, and that 
narrow street and that Dilliard table ofa 
market place and that church areable, ona 
bet, to turn out more noise to the cubic yard 
atthe wrong time than any other similar 
combination in the earth or out of it. In the 
street you have the skull- bursting thunder of 
the passing hack, a volume of sound not 
producible by six hacks anywhere else; on 
the hack isalunatic witha whip, which he 
cracks to notify the publicto get out of his 
way. This crack isas keen and sharp and 
te and ear-splitting as a pistol 
sho at close range, and the 
lunatic delivers it in volleys, not single 
shots. Youthink you will not be able to live 
tili he gets by, and when he does get by he 
only leaves a vacancy !for the bandit who 
sells Le Petit Journal to fill with his strange 
and awful yell. He arrives with the early 
morning and the market people, and there is 
a dog that arrives at about the same time 
and barks steadily at nothing till he dies, and 
they fetch another dog just like him. The 
bark of this breed is the twin of the whip 
volley, and stabs like a knife. By and by, 
what is left of you the church bell gets. 
There are many bells, and apparently six or 
seven thousand town clocks, and as 
they are all five minutes apari—prob- 
ably by law—there are no intervals. 
Some of them are _ striking all the 
time—at least, after you go to bed they are. 
There is one clock that strikes the hour, and 
then strikes it over again to see ifit was 
right. Then forevenings and Sundays there 
is a chime—a chime that starts in pleasantly 
and musically, then suddenly breaks into a 
frantic roar,and boom, and crash of war- 
ring sounds that makes you think that Paris 
isupandthe revolution come again. And 
yet, asI have said, one sleeps here—sleeps 
like the dead. Once he gets his grip on his 
Sleep, neither hack, nor whip, nor news 
fiend, nor dog, nor bell cycione, nor all of 
them together can wrench it loose or mar its 
deep andtranquil continuity. Yes, there Is 
indeed something inthis air thatis death to 
insomnia. 

The buildings ofthe Cercle and the Villa 
des Fleurs are hugein size and each hasa 
theater in it and a great restaurant, also 
conveniences for gamblingand general and 
variegated entertainment. They stand in 
ornamental grounds of great extent and 
beauty. The multitudes of fashionable folk 
sitat refreshment tables in the open air, 
afternoons, and listentothe music, and it 
is there thatthey mainly go to break the 
Sabbath. 

To get the privilege of entering these 
grounds and buildings you buy a ticket for 
afew francs, which is good for the whole 
season. You are then freeto goand come at 
all hours, attend the plays and concerts free, 
except on special occasions, gamble, buy 
refreshments and make yourself symmetric- 
ally comfortable. 

Nothing could be handier than those two 
littie theaters. The curtain doesn’t rise 
until 8:30; then between the acts one can idle 
for half an hour inthe other departments of 
the building, damaging his appetite inthe 
restaurants or his pocket-book in the bac- 
caratroom. The singers and actors are from 
Paris, and their performance is beyond 
praise. 

I was neverin afashionable gambling hell 
untill came here. I had read several millions 
of descriptions of such places, but the reality 
was newtome, I very much wanted to see 
thisanitmal, éspecially the now historic game 
of baccarat, and this was a good place. 
for Aix ranks next to Monte Carlo 
for high play and plenty ofit. But the re- 
sult was what I might have expected—the 
interest ofthe looker-on perishes with the 
novelty of the spectacie; thatistosay, in a 
few minutes. A permanent and intense in- 
terest Is acquired in baccarat, or in any 
other game, but you have to buy ft. You 
don’t get it by standing around looking on. 

The baccarat table is covered with green 
cloth and is marked off in divisions with 
chalk or something. The banker sits in the 
middie, the croupier opposite. The custom. 
ers fillall the chairs at the table and the rest 
of the crowd are massed attheir backs and 
leaning over them to deposit chips or gold 
coins. Cogstantly money and chips are flung 
upon the table, and the me seems to con- 
sist in the croupter’s reaching for those things 
with a fiexible sculling oar, and 
rakingthem home. It ap eared to bea ra- 
tional enough game for him, and if I could 
have borrowed his oar I would have stayed, 
but I didn’t see where the entertainment of 
the otherscame in. This was because I saw 
Gereenit perceiving and observed without un- 
derstanding. For the widow and the orphan 
and the others do win money there. Once an 
old gray mother in Israel or elsewhere pulled 
out, and I heard her say to her daughter or 
her granddaughter as they sed me: 

There, I’ve won six louis, and I’m going to 
quit while I'm ahead.’’ Aliso there was this 
Statistic. A friend pointed toa young man 
with the dead stub of a cigar in his mouth, 
whigh he kept munching nervously all the 
— xcBnd pitching hundred-dollar chips on 
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pieces, said : **He’s only funning, 
now; pasting a few hundred to pass the time 

for the* room’ to open, you 
know, which won’t be till well after midnight 
—then you’lisee him bet! He won $i, 
there last night. They don’t bet anything 
there ous hie money.’ 

The thing chiefly missed was the haggard 
people with the incense eye, the hunted look, 
the desperate mein, can@idates for suicide 
and the pauper’s ve, They are in the de- 
scriptions, asafrule, but they were of duty 
thatnight. All the gamblers, male and fe- 
male, old and young, looked abnormally 
cheerful and prosperous. 

However, all the nations were there, 
clothed richly, and speaking all the lan- 
guages. Some of the women were painted, 
and were evidently shaky as to character. 
These items tallied with the descriptions 
well enough. 

The ay ofthe place was difficult to 
master. In the brilliant and populous halls 
and corridors you don’t smoke, and you 
wear your hatno matter how many ladies 
are in the thick throng of drifting humanity, 
but the moment you cross the _ sacr 
threshold and enter the gambling hell, off 
the hat must come, and everybody lights his 
 ~3 and goes to suffocating the ladies. 

ut what I came here for, five weeks ago 
wasthe baths. Myright arm was disabled 
with rheumatism. To sit at home in America 
and guess out the European bath best fitted 
fora particular ailment or combination of 
aliments, is not possible, andit would not 
bea idea to experiment in that way, 
anyhow. Therearea great many curative 
baths on the Continent, and some are 
for one disease but bad foranother. So it ts 
necessary to let a physician name your bath 
for you. Asa rule, Americans go to London 
to getthis advice, and South Americans go 
to Paris for’ it. Now and then an 
economist chooses his bath himself and does 
a thousand miles of rallroading to get toilt, 
and then the local physicians tell him he has 
come tothe wrong place. He sees that he 
has lost time and money and strength, and 
almost the minute that he realizes this he 
loses his temper. I had the rheumatism, and 
was advised to go to Aix, not so much Dbe- 
because I had that disease as becanse lI had 
the promise of certain others. What they 
were was not explained to me, but they are 
either in the following menu orl! have been 
sent to the wrong place. Dr. Graveyard’s 
book says: 

‘*‘We know that the class of maladies bene- 
fited by the water and baths at Aix are those 
due to defect of nutrition, debility of the 
nervous system,or to a gouty, rheumatic, 
herpetic, or scrofulous diathesis—all dis- 
eases extremely debilitating, and requiringa 
tonic, and not a depressing action of the 
remedy. This it seems to find here, as re- 
corded experience and daily action can testi- 
fy. * * * According to the Mneof treat- 
ment, followed particularly with due regard 
to the temperature, the action of the Aix 
waters can be made sedative, exciting, 
derivative or alterative and tonic.’’ 

The ‘‘Establishment’’ Is the property of 
France, and the officersand servants are em- 

loyes of the French Government. The bath 
Rouse isahugeand massive pile of white 
marble masonry, and looks more like a tem- 
ple than anything else. It has several floors, 
and each is full of bath cabinets. There is 
every kind of bath—for the nose, the ears, 
the throat, vapor baths, tube baths, swim- 
ming baths, and all people’s favorite, the 
douche. Itisa good building to get lostin, 
when you are not familiar with it. From 
early morning until nearly noon people are 
streaming in and streaming out without halt. 
The majority come afoot, but great numbers 
are brought in sedan chairs,a sufficiently ugly 
contrivance whose cover isa steep little tent 
made of striped canvass. You see nothing of 
the patient in this diving bell asthe bearers 
tramp along, excepta giimpse of his ankles 
bound together and swathed around with 
blankets or towelstothat generous degree 
that the result suggests a sore pianoleg. By 
attention and practice the pall bearers have 
got so that they can Keep out of stepall the 
time—and they doit. Asa consequence their 
veiled churn goes rocking, tilting, swaylag 
along like a bell buoy ina ground swell. It 
makes the oldest sailor seasick to look at that 
spectacle. 

The‘ ‘course’ ’is usually fifteen douche- baths 
and five tub baths. You take the douche 
three daysin succession, then knock off and 
takeatub. You oe up this distribution 
through the course. $ one course does not 
cure you, youtake another one after an in- 
ternal. You seek alocal physician and he 
examines your case and prescribes the kind 
of bath required for it, with various other 
particulars; theg you buy your course tickets 
and pay forthem in advance—$9. With the 
tickets you get a memorandum book with 

dates and hours all set down in 

The doctor takes you into 
the bath the first morning and gives 
some instructions to the two doucheurs 
who are to handle you through the course. 
the pour boires are about 10 cents toeach of 
the men for each bath, payable at the end of 
the course. Also, at the end of the course, 
you pay 3 or 4 francs to the superintendent of 
your department of the bath house. These 
are useful particulars to know, anda are not 
to be found in the books. A servant of your 
hotel carries your towels and sheet tothe 
bath daily an brings them away again. 
They are the property of the hotel; the 
French Government doesn’t furnish these 
things. 

You meet all kinds of people ata place like 
this, and if you give them a chance they will 
submerge you undertheir experlences, for 
they are either very glad or very sorry they 
came, and they want to spread their feelings 
outand enjoy them. One of these said to 


me: 

**It’s great, these baths. I didn’t come 
here for my health. Lonly cameto find out 
if there wasanythingthe matter wkh me. 
The doctor told meif there was the symp- 
toms would soon appear. After the first 
douche 1 had sharp pains in all my muscles. 
The doctor said it was different varieties of 


rheumatism, and the best varieties were | 


there, too. After my second bath I had 
aches in my bones and skull and all around. 
The doctor said it was different varieties of 
neuralgia, andthe best in the market, any- 
body -would tell me so, I got many new 
kinds of pains out of my third douche. 
These were in my joints. The doctor siad 
it was gout, complicated with heart 
disease, and encouraged me to go on. 
Then we had the fourth douche, and! came 
out on a stretcherthat time,and fetched 
with me one vast, diversified, undulating 
continental kind of pain, with horizons to it 
and zones, and parallels of latitude and mer- 
idians of longitude, and {tsothermal belts,ana 
variations of the compass—oh, everything 
tidy and right up to the latest developments, 
you know. The doctor said it was inflamma- 
tion of the soul, and just the very thing. 
Weil, I went righton gathering them in, 
toothache, liver complaint, softening of the 
brain, nostalgia, bronchitis, osteology, fits, 
coleoptera, hydrangea, cyclopedia britanni- 
ca, delirium tremens, and a lot of other 
things that I’ve got down in my list that I’ll 
show you, and you can Keep It If you like and 
tally off the bric-a-brac as you lay it in. 

‘*The doctor said I wasa yrand proofof 
what these baths could do; said 1 had come 
here as innocent of disease asa grindstone, 
and inside of three weeks these baths had 
siuiced out of me every important ailment 
known to the medical science, along with 
considerable more that were entirely new 
and patentable. Why, he wanted to exnibit 
me in his bay window.’’ There seems to be 
a good many liarsthis year. I began to take 
baths; and found them most 
evjoyable; sO enjoyable that 
ifihadnh’t had a disease I would have bor- 
rowed one, just to have a pretext for going 
on. They took me into 4 
stone-floored basin aboutfourteen feet 
Square, which bad enough strange- 
looking pipes and things in it to make It look 
like atorture chamber, The two half-naked 
men seated me on a pine stooland kepta 
couble of warm-water jets as thick as one’s 
wrist playing upon me while they kneaded 
me, stroked me, twisted me and applied all 
the other details of the scientific massage to 
me for seven oreight minutes. Then they 
stood me upand played a powerful jet upon 
me all around for another minute, The cool 
shower-bath came next and the thing was 
over. I came out of the bath-house a few 
minutes later feeling younger and fresher 
and finer than I have felt since I was a boy. 
The spring and cheer and delight of this ex- 
altation lasted three hours and the same up- 
lifting effect has followed the twenty douches 
which I have taken since. 

After my first douche lwent to the chem- 
ist’s on the corner, as per instructions, and 
asked for half a glassof Challe water. It 
comes from a spring sixteen miles from here. 
It Was furnished to me, but, perceiving that 
there was something the matter with it, I 
Offered to wait till they could get some that 
was fresh, but they said it always smelt that 
way. They said that the reasonthat this 
was so much rankerthanthe sulphur water 
of the bath was that this contained thirty- 
two times as much sulphur as that, It may 
be true, but, In my opinion, that water comes 
from a cemetery and not a fresh neg non tb 
elther. History says that one of the early 
Roman generals lost an army down there 
somewhere, If he could come back now I 
think this water would help him find it again. 
However, I drank the Challe, and have drunk 
it once or twice vee oy since. I suppose it 
is all right, but I hiknew what was the 
matter with those Romans. 

My first baths develo plenty of pain, but 
the subsequent ones removed aimost al! of it. 
I ha pack the use of my arm these last 
nd il a 
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greenest grass so 
fiaw, dainty of color and as shiny and 
mery as silk, old gray mansions and towers 
half buried in foliage and sunny eminences, 
deep chasms with precipitous walls and a 
swift stream of pale blue water between, with 
now and then a tumbling cascade, and al- 
ways noble mountains in vgn ool pe vagrant 
white clouds curling about their summits. 

Then at the end of an hour you come to An- 
necy, and rattle through its old crooked 
lanes, bullt solidly up with curious old houses 
that are a dream of the middie ages, and 
presently you come to the main object of your 
trip—Lake Annecy. Itis a revelation, itisa 
miracle. It brings the tears to a body's 
eyes, itisso enchanting. That is tosay, it 
affects you just asall things that you in- 
stantly recognize as perfect affect you—per- 
fect music, perfect eloquence; perfect ts) 
perfect joy, perfect grief. It stretches itsel 
out there in the caressing sunlight, and away 
toward its border of majestic mounta t a 
crisped and radiant plain of water of the 
divinest blue that can be imagined. All the 
blues are there, from the faintest shoal- 
water suggestion of the color, detectable only 
in the shadow of some overhanging object, 
all the way through, a little blue and a little 
bluer still, and againa shade bluer, till you 
strike the deep, rich Mediterranean 
splendor which breaks the heart in your 
bosom, it is so beautiful. 

And the mountains, as you skim along on 
the steamboat, how stately their forms, how 
noble their proportions, how greenhelir vel- 
vet slopes, how soft the mottlings of sun and 
shadow that play about the rocky ramparts 
that crownthem, how opaline the vast 7 
heavals of snow banked against the sky in 
the remotenesses beyond—Mont Blanc and the 
others—how shall anyone describe? Why, 
not even the painter can quite doit, and the 
most the pen can do Is to suggest. 

Up the lake there Is an old abbey —Talloires 
—relic of the middle ages. We stopped there; 
stepped from the sparkling water and the 
rush and boom and fret and fever of the nine- 
teenth century into the solemnity andthe si- 
lence and the scft gioom and the brooding 
mystery of a remote antiquity. The stone 
step at the water’s edge had the traces ofa 
worn-out inscription on it; the wide flight of 
stone steps that led up tothe front door was 
polished smooth by the passing feet of for- 
gotten centuries, and there was not an un- 
broken stone amongthem. Within the pile was 
the old square cloister with covered arcade 
all around it where the monks of the ancient 
times used to sit and meditate, and now and 
then welcome to their hospitalities the wan- 
dering Knight with his tin breeches on, and 
in the middle of the square court (open to the 
sky) was a stone well curb, cracked and slick 
with age and use,and all about It were weeds, 
and amongthe weeds moldy brickbats that 
the Crusacers used to throw at each other. A 
passage at the further side of the cloister led 
to another weedy and roofless little in- 
closure beyond, where there wasa ruined 
wall clothed tothe top with masses of ivy, 
and flanking it was a battered and pictur- 
esquearch. All over the building there were 
comfortable rooms and comfortable beds 
and clean plank floors with nocarpets on 
them. In one Dedroom up-stairs were half 
a dozen portraits, dimming relics of the 
vanished centuries—portraits of abbots who 
used to be as grand as princes intheir old 
day, and very rich and much worshipped 
and very holy; and in the next room 
there was a howling chromo and an elec- 
tric bell. Down stairs there wasan ancient 
wood carving with a Latin word command- 
ing silence, and there was a spang new plano 
close by. Twoelderly French women, with 
the kindest and honestest and sincerest 
faces, have the abbey now, and they board 
and lodge people who are tired of the roar of 
cities and want to be where the dead silence 
and serenity and peace of this old nest will 
heal their biistered spirits and patch up their 
ragged minds. They fed us well, they siept 
us well,“aAnd I wish I could have stayed there 
a few years and gota solid rest.

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MET AMONG THE DEAD. 


A Strange Friendship Between Senator 
Fasco and an Ex-Federal Soldier. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY PO8T-DISPATCH. 
MONTICELLO, Ill., Nov. 7.—It was while 
there was a flag of truce of two hours for the 
Confederates to bury the dead who fell at 
that terrible charge at Jackson, Miss., July 
12, 1868, that E. T. Lee of the Forty-first 
Illinois Infantry and Samuel Pasco of the 
Third Florida Regiment became acquainted. 
Lee had gone over onthe battlefield tosee 


how many of his company and regiment had 
been Killed and there wasno other Federal 
soldier on the fleld ag the Confederates were 
to bury the dead. Theterrible stench from 
the battlefield almost drove them out of 
their works. Mr. Pasco was a Northern man 
and had gone South before the war. He had 
relatives living at Cambridgeport, Mass.,and 
he asked as a favor of Lee that he 
would write to them and tell them where he 
was and how he came to send them word. 
Lee had him to write a few lines ona leaf of 
a blank day book and sign his name to it. 
This he sent to Mr. Pasco’s relatives at Cam- 
bridgeport and received a reply and a letter 
to send to Senator Pasco. But the two armies 
separated. On the 16th of July Gen. Joseph 
E. Johnston and his army left Jackson, and 
the Federal army returnea to Vicksburg. 
Time rolled on, and Lee kept the letter, hop- 
ing that some day he might be able to send 
it to Mr. Pasco and to let him Know hew his 
relatives were. He carried it untilthe close 
of the war, but never got near where Pasco 
was and never heard of him until 1884, when 
he saw in the Chicago papers the name of 
Samuel Pasco of Florida among the members 
of the National Committee of the Democratic 
party. He wroteto Chairman Barnum and 
inclosed a letter to send to Pasco, which soon 
brought the following response: 
MONTICELLO, Fla., Aug. 16, 1884. 

E. T. Lee, Monticello, Jil.: 

My DxAR Sin—I have been away from home and 
only returned yesterday, when {tound your welcome 
letter. lremember very distinctly the incidents ) ou 
mention and our meeting and conversation on the 
battlefield at Jackson, Miss., mrore than twenty-one 
years ago. lam indeed glad that you passed safoiy 
through the dangers of that war, and am gratified 
that you have written and revived the memories of 
our meeting. My relatives after the war told me of 
your kindness in writing to them and forwarding 
my note and giving them an accountof our meeting 
and interview. After we left Jackson our division 
returned to the Army of the Tennessee and after pass- 
sing safely through the battle of Chickamauga I was 
wounded and left on the field at Mission Ridge and 
retnained a prisoner until a tew weeks before the 
final surrender, when I was paroled and returned to 
Florida. I have lived here since the war, have mar- 
ried and have a little family grown Up around me. 
One of the sisters who wrote to youd afew years 
ago. lLlikethe tome of your letter and appreciate 
and indorse its sefitiments. The soldiers on both 
sides who went to the front have got along with each 
other in peace ana harmony since the war. I hope 
you will acknowledge the receiptof this letter so [ 
may know it has reached you. I have delivered : 
nuuiber of addresses at the Various reunions and if 
can find any copies of them I will mail them to you.

The correspondence was kept Up and photos 
were exchanged. Mr. Pasco was elected 
President of the Constitutional Convention of 
the State of Florida and in 1887 was elected 
United States Senator, which position he now 
holds. At the National Convention at st. 
Louis, Mo., in 1888 he and Lee met for the first 
time and had a reunion, talking over 
their war experiences and the way in which 
they became acquainted on the battlefield at 
Jackson, Miss., twenty-five years ago.

VON MOLTKE’S BOOK. 


Sir Garnet, Wolseley’s Criticism of the 
Great General’s Posthumous Work. 


IT I8 MERELY A CONDENSATION OF THE 
COPIOUS STAFF HISTORY. 


Wolseley and Von Moltke Agree That 
Wars Will Never Cease—The Settie- 
ment of National Diaputes by Arbitra- 
tion a Dream-—Federation the Only 
Preventative of War.

In the preface to the book, written by Von 
Moltke’s nephew, who edited the work in 
German, we aretold that when pressed to 
write an account ofthe Franco-German war, 
he said: ‘*‘You have the history of the cam- 
paign, published by the General Staff. Every- 
thing is contained in it. To be sure,’’ he 
added afterwards, ‘‘it is for the greater 
number of readers too detailed and written 
too technically. 
made some day.’’ 

That great military work, the German of- 
ficial staff of the Franco-German war, with 
its enormous length and ponderous detail, is 
a weariness ofthe flesh to many. Few, I 
think, have ever read it through without 
some long break in the task, not even those 
who most feel its great value as material for 
sound, useful study and genuine criticism. 
A short, light book on the war, by the great 
soldier who planned its operations, and daily 
directed them, ought to be delightful 
reading to the student, wearied with the 
length and detail of the official history. But 
I confess to a feeling of disappointment with 
this book by Count Von Moltke. The military 
student, whois well-up inthe German staff 
history, will find nothing here he did not 
know before. That official history is, 
throughout every chapter, so impressed with 
Moltke’s supervising genius and was put to- 
gether so immediately under his direct super- 
intendence, that it would indeed be strange 
ifanything he had totell aboutthe war had 
not been insertedin that most comprehen- 
sive work. Itis, therefore, but natural there 
should bea strong family likeness between 
the two—a close similarity, not only in-style, 
butin matter. To me, the Field Marshal’s 
book is little if anything more than the 
popular ‘‘abstract’’ which he said— 
as quoted above—must sooner or 
later be made of the great staffhistory. It 
ts, l[think, to be much regretted he sbould 
himself have made this epitome of a book, 
that was compiled and written so imme- 
diately under his close personal supervision. 
Throughout the work he writes with the 
clearness of style, directness and simplicity 
of diction for which he is famous amongst 
the German literary men ofthe day. His 
narrative has at places, I admit,a special 
character of its own, Dut tn other parts the 
very words of the official history are repro- 
duced, I strive to regard it, not so much as 
a history, asthe special contribution of the 
Chief of the Staff, the directing genius of the 
war, to that history. 

Those who, like myself, revere the memory 
of this great patriot- soldier, and who prize 
his military writings beyond measure, feel a 
twinge of regret that in his very old age he 
should have been Induced to devote himself 
to this ‘‘abstract’’—a work scarcely worthy 
of so grestaman. The fact that he aid write 
it, however, willlend ita special interest as 
being the last words of sohigh an authority 
upon a subject of which he knew more than 
any other living ma i, It is essentially his own 
view of the war, as it presented itself to him 
in the field when he was the guiding spirit 
ofthe King’s headquarters, Or perhaps it 
would be more accurate tosay thatit con- 
tains so much of his views as he considered it 
advisable for public reasons to make ner- 
ally known. It wants brightness, and this 
dreary translation servesto make it seem 
duller than it really ts. Let anyone 
follow the Le Mans campaign in this transla- 
tion, or compare Gen. Werder’s southeast- 
ern campaign with the same story as told tn 
the official history, and I think he will turn 
with a yawn from the dry skeleton now pre- 
sented to him, in this cold, spiritiess sum- 
mary of great events and of famous vic- 
tories. 

It was only Von Moltke anda very few 
others carefully educated under him, 
who could have boiled down as it 
were, the mass of reports received 
from Generals and other officers, of 
what they daily saw and did, into the staff 
history ofthe war. Butthere are any num- 
ber of educated officers in every regular army 
who could equally well have written this 

recis of it. Hegives us very little that is 

ased upon a comparison of the evidence col- 
lected and published since the appearance of 
the official account with that account itself. 

He does not tell us what views he entertains 

regarding the various corrections which indi- 

viduals have asserted to be necessary in 
many parts of the staff history. We do not 
know if he accepts or rejects those 
corrections, and he throws no light upo 
many Of the moot points we shoul 
have questioned him about.

For the country exposed to 
invasion, a condition of @omplete readiness 
to resist it, Is the most likely way to escape 
that fearful contingency. Even if strength 
does not entirely protect you from the risk of 
war being declared against you by some neigh- 
boring swashbuckler potentate, it at least 
enables you to push Dack the warfrom your 
own frontiers, and to transfer from your own 
to your enemy’s territory the ghastly mls- 
eries, the dire woe and desolation of that 
unspeakable scourge. If Prussia and its allied 
provinces had been less prepared for war in 
1870, the miseries which overtook the French 
villages and farmers and peasants, wherever 
the hostile forces were engaged, would have 
fallen uate Germans, notupon Frenchmen. 
Although the strength of the German army 
did not save Germany from war, it at least 
saved her lands and her people from its de- 
vastatin i horrors. 

Upon this question Von Moltke writes: ‘‘ As 
long as nations continue to lead separate and 
independent existences there will be dlis- 
putes, which an appeal to arms can alone 
settie; but in the interest of mankind it is to 
be hoped that wars will be less frequent now 
they have become more terrible. It is no 
longer the ambition of princes, Dut the senti- 
ments andthe dissatisfaction of the people 
with their surroundings, the strife of parties, 
and especially of party leaders, which en- 
danger peace. Peace will be more commonly 
urged by one leader than by a council of wise 
men. It is easier fora large assembly to de- 
clare war (for then no person is responsible) 
than for one person to do so, no matter how 
high may be his position.’’ 

So writes the wise and experienced Von 
Moitke in these memoirs, and I can confi- 
dently recommend these two first pages of 
his work to the serious study of those who be- 
lieve in the possibility of universal peace un- 
der the present dispensation. In doing so, I 
would beg all who seek for peace, and wish 
to secure it, to believe that no man wishes to 
avoid war more than the patriot-soldier, and 
that he does it most heartily and logically,for 
he knows better then others how truiy hor- 
rible itis. I would ask of them to believe in 
the peace-loving sincerity of the soldier who 
presses upon his countrymen the urgency of 
deing strong, if they would be safe from war 
and its attendant misery. 

Moltke knew this better than most men. 
He had no political end to serve in the advice 
he gave his countrymen. In what he said he 
was influenced by no desire to catch votes or 
extend his popularity. His mind was en- 
tirely free from the paisying, putrifying con- 
tagion of party. He thought only of the 
Germany he had so matertally helped tocre- 
ate, of her greatness and of her safety. Her 
readiness for war, which he had planned and 
perfected, has secured her the most honor- 
able immunity from war forthe last twenty 
rears. Peace, complete 
ong! what a 
nation wise 
a price, which, though in some respects high, 
procures forevery young German the most 
manly and effective sort of physical and men- 
tal training. 

Moltke knew that no form of constitution 
or system of government could protect his or 
any other government from war, if it wasto 


the world. 

A —— can only hope to avoid the disease 
of war by constant readiness for it, as we 
defend ourselves against small.pox by vac.- 
cination. The longest and most deadly and 
costly of modern wars was that which raced 
some twenty-seven years ago, tn the greatest 
and most flourishing republic the world has 
ever known.

HE WILL PLACE HIMSELF IN THE HANDS 
OF HIS FRIENDS. : 


The Chairman of the Illinois Republican 
Central Committee Hears a Murmur— 
He Has Long Wanted to Be Governor— 
Fifer and Matthews Are Not in It. 


SPRINGFIELD, Nov. 7.—So ‘*Long’’ Jones, 
Chairman of the Republican State Centra! 
Committee, thinks he hears an earnest but 
subdued voice throughout the State, calling 
him tothe gubernatorial chair. His friends 

_say it is not a new aspiration on his part and 
that as long ago as 1884 he fondly cherished 
the ambition. Gov. Hamilton then occupied 
the chair and Uncle Dick Oglesby wanted it, 
and as both ofthem couldn’t get it it was 
thought that the best way out of the difficulty 
was to nominate Jones. The Logan struggle 

was then raging and the soldier was cutting 
a@ wide swath in the politics of the State and 
Jones conciuded that he had better keep out 
of the fightand bide his time. Upon other 
occasions since that time this longitudinal 
gentlieman’s name has been whispered in 
the same connection, because he was looked 
upon in certain quarters as a veritable War- 

. wick and coula fight the devil with fire when- 
ever the occasion demanded. Then, too, he 
was thought tobe a strong organizer and 
could look as solemn as an owl whenever he 
was engineering a questionable piece of work 
and could be as hilarious as a harlequin when 
it swas necessary to keep up the courage 
of the rank and file whenever 
it was desired that they should do his bid- 
ding. So that allin all Jonesy was the Joey 
Bagstock of Illinois Republican politics, and 
could always be depended upon to be devil- 
ish sly. 

HE YEARNS FOR IT. 

It is said that Jones had the bee in his bon- 

net during the session of the last Legislature, 
but that is questionable, as Jones had so 
much more thanhe could attend toatthat 
time that there were serious thoughts of 
throwing him overboard, because the job of 
defeating Gen. Palmer for the United States 
Senate was more than he could successfully 
manage. Itissaid, too, that he put his am- 
bition behind him because Matthews was in 
the way, but the factis Matthews was not 
heard of at the time, and matters hadn’t 
shaped themselves for the governorship 
candidacy. Neither was it a fact that he 
wanted to see how the other prospective can- 
didates would be received.

According to the Jones’ supporters Mat- 
thews hasn’t the necessary strength fora 
successful struggle; Attorney-General Hunt 
cannot get sufficient enthusiasm to get him 
started in on the race, and as for Postmaster 
Sexton of Chicago—well, that gentleman 
himself says that there is no man in the 
State who would make as good a Governor as 
he if the peopie would only study theirown 
interests and elect him, but the stubborn 
people, lacking in the knowledge of what is 
good for them, are cutting their own throats 
by their continued — perverse hesita- 
tion. And 50 in the face of 
all these facts it is Jones—Jones 
isthe Moses that will lead the famishing 
tribes into the possession of the promised 
land. Notthathe is to oppose Fifer in a 
spirit of revenge; not that he wants to help 
aiong the chances of some other man on 
the ticket; not that he feels any self aggrand- 
izement growing upon him which cannot be 
expelled, but simply because it is such a man 
as he thatthe people demand. He will use 
nounfairmeans to occupy that important 
seat in the State-house; he will not ask the 
Republican organization of which he is 
Chairman to raise a finger in his behalf; 
he will put into practice none 
of the fine work for which he has gained some 
credit in the past; but Instead he will unfold 
himself in sections, with one hand on his 
heart and the other hanging below his knees, 
andsay: ‘‘Gentlemen, | amin your hands; 
do with meas you will,’’ and there is no 
question but that the people will doit. Itis 
not that he loves Fifer less, but he loves the 
State more.

PROGRESSING FINELY. 


WORK ON THE NEW CITY HALL AND 
HOW IT HAS PROGRESSED. 


The Vast Amount of Concreting, Pile- 
Driving, Rubble Stone, Granite, Lime- 
stone, Etc., Used, With Slight Sketches 
of the Leading Contractora. 


In orderto form some conception of the 
magnitude of the work required in the con- 
straction of the new City Hall anyone has 
only to visit it as it now stands, and the ima 
mense piles of granite, blocks of all shapes 
and sizes, and loads of brick, mortar, etc., 
will impress upon the mind a most yivid idea 
oftheimmensity of the undertaking. The 


pmagnificent structure, when completed, will 


form not only one of the handsomest and 
most striking, but one of the solidest struct- 
ures in America. 

Mr. George R. Mann, the architect of the 
building,was seen at his office at Twelfth and 
Market streets yesterday morning, and in 
conversation with a reporter of the PostT- 
DISPATCH stated, that the work of the dif- 
ferent contractors that had been let so far 
was progressing very favorably and that 
the building would be fully completed on 
schedule time. Mr. Mann is one of the finest 
architects, not only in the West, but in 
America, he having been for a long timea 
student in the. architectural class in the Insti- 
tute of Technology at Boston. He is a native 
of Indiana, but for the past ten years has 
resided at St. Joseph, Mo., during which 
time a large majority of all the 
finest buildings whith have been 
erected in that city were built under 
his supervision. Mr. Mann since his resi- 
dence in St. Louis has made many friends by 
his urbane and courteous manner and so fa- 
vorably has he become impressed with this 
city that he has sold out his business in its 
entirety at St. Joseph and will, In future, 
make his home in the ‘‘Future Great,’’ 
and it is not hazarding anything 
to predict for him a brilliant fut- 
ure in his line of business. 
Mr. Mann is, comparatively speaking, a 
young man. Justinthe full primeof life,a 
gentieman of splendid business and execu- 
tive ability as evinced by the manner in 
which every detail, no matter how unim- 
portant, in connection with the new City 
Hall is personally looked after. 
In addition to the new City 
Hall he also has charge of 
the construction of the new St. Vincent’s 
Asylum building, which he won as he did 
that of the City Hall over the heads of scores 
of competitors composed of the leading arch- 
itects of the country, He has always been 
very much averse to anything that smacks of 
notoriety, being modest and unas- 
suming in his manner, courteous 
and affable to all, making and retaining 
as friends all with whom he comes in contact. 
He was a brother to the lamented Lieut. 
James D. Mann of the Seventh United States 
Cavalry, whom many of our citizens will re- 
member was killed at the Mission fight last 
winter the day after the death of Capt. Geo. 
D. WaHace. 

The contract for the excavating, pile- 
driving and concreting, aggregating $90,000, 
has been awarded to W. F. Hopkins, the 
youngest contractor in the entire building. 
The amount of earth excavated amounts to 
12,000 cubic yards and 5,000 cubic feet of con- 
crete were used. 4,000 piles were driventoa 
depth of forty feet six feet below the surface, 
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aggregating 160.000 lineal feet. An automatic 
steam hammer was used, which is owned 
and operated by Mr. Hopkins. being the 
largest plant of the kind under one individual 
management in the country. This portion of 
the work was commenced on Aug. 5, 1890, 
and pushed rapidly forward withoutany de- 
lay and virtually completed by Nov. 7 of the 
same year. The concreting, which has been 
minutely and thoroughly examined by scores 
of excavators and others famillar with the 
subject, and has been pronounced one of the 
best and most solidly built ever seen in St. 
Louls and, so faras the foundation is con- 
cerned, the building is as solid as the ever- 
lasting hills. 

The contract for the heavy limestone foun- 
dation work was awarded to John Hill, whose 
office is at 904 Olive street, a 
contractor of many years’ experience, 
who has laid the foundations of many of the 
largest buildings inthe city, and who makes 
this class of work a specialty, andis thor- 
oughly equipped with engines and derricks 
that are required to handle these large blocks 
of stone that were used in the foundation of 
this massive building. The cost of this part 
of the work alone was $56,000, and was car- 
ried tocompletion in his usual expeditious 
and systematic manner. 

The contract for the brick work, one of the 
most es typ bape onthe entire bulilaing, was 
intrusted to the firm of Ward & Hartley 
whose office ts located at 506 Olive street and 
the huge contract could not have been placed 
in better hands. This contract aggregates 
the sum of $154,000 and over nine million 
bricks will be required before it is completed. 
This portion of the work is pro- 
gressing very rapidly. It was begun 
on the 30th of last June and has steadily been

WORK FOR WOMEN. 


It is Not Easy to Find in St. Louis Even 
for Competent Workers. 

The following letter from a stenographer 
gives hews of the condition of one fleld of 
women’s work, It is printed for that reason 
amd with the hope that ‘‘Lucy’’ may derive 
her expected benefit from its publication. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 5, 1891. 


Dear Post-Dispatch: 

Ihave just finished reading in this even- 
ing’s edition of your paper the history of the 
stenographer who came into possession ofa 
fortune of $50,000. It reads too much like a 
romance to be true, but ifitis, ‘*Fannie’’ 
has my sincere congratulations. I, too, like 
‘*Fannie,’’ have drawn ‘‘$15 per week’’ for 
my services as stenographer and, like her, 
often ‘have a tired expression in my face,’’ 
and at this particular time am anxiously 
hoping that ‘‘my ship’’ will ‘‘come in’”’ 
freighted with a good position for me. 

Iam going totry the plan of writing a let- 
ter to youand seedf it will meet the eye of 
some of your numerous readers and oné of 
them, perhaps, may helpme outofmy difii- 
culty, and maybe ‘‘my ship will come in,’’ 
with ‘‘flying colors at the mast head.’’ 

To begin with—I found myself aTtew years 
agg suddenly thrown upon the world with 
myself ana little brother to support. I ex- 
amined my little ‘‘stock in trade’’ of accom 
plishments and found that like most Ameri- 
can girls I had been educated to havea little 
knowledge of painting—a little Knowledge of 
drawing—a little knowledge of dancing, etc., 
etc., etc., but was not sufficiently 
familiar with one thing to put it to practical 
use. I discovered that with the thorough 
knowledge of the English branches I possessed 
I could learn stenography in a few months 
and make a success of it as an amanuensis. 
I did so and for five long, dreary years I have 
written the puzzling little characters and 
outlines and transcribed them on the type- 
writer, day in and day out, with very few ex- 
ceptions. /Now, instead of being rewarded 
like the good girlin the story book after all 
my years of labor, I find my ship slowly sink- 
ing—in other words, the firm whose letters I 
have written all this time are going to retire 
and I, alas, must perforce do likewise. 

Inever knew what a drug upon the market 
Stenographers were, or how far the supply 
exceeds the demand, until I began to make 
application foraposition. Everybody seems 
to be supplied, with uo prospect of a va- 
cancy occurring, until in sheer despair lam 
beginning to think] either must give up eat- 
ing or endeavor todo something else to earn 
my bread. 

Now, dear PosT-DISPATCH, don’t you or 
some of your readers know of some business 
man who wantsa well-educated woman to 
write his letters? One who has had exper!t- 
ence in her craft? And, don’t you 
think that man could be induced 
to pay her a reasonable com pen- 
sation forthe performance of her duty? If 

you do, and will advise me of it through this 
column, I will consider that if my ship has 
not come in, at least a little bark has come 
that will help meout of my present dilemma, 
and will make me appreciate your paper, far 
more than any of the poets who have been 
Singing its praises in verse, even if Ican’t 
write poetry.

It was once a long way out from the city. 
Many of those whom the last sad dutytoa 
departed friend brought within its peaceful 
shades remarked what a beautiful site it 
was for a cemetery.

Alas, forthe mutability wrought by time! 
In the center of that cemetery there now 
stands a shovel factory. The living have en- 
croached on the domain of the dead. The 
relicts of the departed who had friends or 
relatives to remember them have been re- 
moved. The forgotten dead still remain 
where they were laid so many years ago, 
Their graves are trodden down; few of the 
tombstones stand erect; many lie flat on the 
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ground, and many are broken. On the south 
side of the cemetery, near the railroad track, 
there stands an immense vault. It is of stone 
and stone steps lead up to it on each side, 
forming a landing in front of the door. 
Being the only vault in the cemetery anda 
fine structure of its kind, the security af- 
forded the dead placed within it must have 
been a matter of comment in the days when 
the graveyard was still used as a burying 
ground, On it there is this inscription:

Werden Signed by St. Louis—What

ew YORK, Nov. 7.—Coincident with the 
lease of Manager James Mutrie, the sign- 
ing of James T. Powers in his place, the de- 
fection of Connor, Richardson, Kusie, 
Buckley and Whistler from the New York 
Club and the trouble between Messrs. Abell 
and Doyle in the Brooklyn Club comes the 
somewhat startling base ball intelligence 
that representatives of the American Associ- 
ation have made overtures to James Coogan, 
agent of the Lynch estate, foran option on 
landfora new base ball grounds. A Post. 
DisPaTCH representative found Mr. Coogan 
in Delmonico’s up-town cafe yesterday and 
asked if he would deny or affirm the story. 

“Yes,’’ he replied, ‘‘representatives of 
the Association came to me nearly two weeks 
ago and asked if I would lease land for base 
ball grounds on the Diluff just beyond One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth street. You know the 
Lynch estate has a plot there 
500x1,198 feet, and it could easily 
be made available for base ball purposes. 
Itold them I would lease the land, and that 
‘salllam prepared to say at present. You 
may draw you own inferences.’’ 

Itis well known that several Association 


men have been in the city recently, 
Judge Frank Elliott, George Wagner 
and William Barnie of Philadelphia 
and Henry Von der Horst of Baltimore, 


among others. Apparently the Association 
people place little reliance in the twelve 
club circuit combination with the League.

ANOTHER ALLEGED LETTER FROM SLAVIN TO 
THE ‘‘POLICE GAZETTE.’’ 


NEW YorK, Nov. 7.—In a letter to Richard 
K. Fox ofthe Police Gazette, dated London, 
Frank P, Slavin refers tothe return of Sulll- 
van to America andthe statement that the 
latter is willing to fight him for $10,000 a side 
and makes the following remarks in relation 
thereto: ‘‘I do not think Sullivan has any 
idea of ever meeting me, and [I don’t 
believe he ever had any intention of 


doing so. I have been three years endeavor- 
ing to arrange a match with him, but he 
avoids the issue with lame promises or ex- 
cuses. I traveled allthe way from Australia 
to America to meet Sullivan at the game he 
professes to be king pinat. Il asked no ad- 
vantage, and was satisfied, if he defeated 
me to shake him by the hand and 
acknowledge him the best man. I intend to 
make one more tripto America, and on my 
arrival he will be either compelled to arrange 
a match. or make himself ridiculous. I 
will arrange {a match for $10,000 fa side and 
agree to fight inthe California Athletic Club 
or Pacific Club for the largest purse offered. 
If Sullivan won’t fight, I will meet any pug- 
flist who disputes my claimtothe Police Ga- 
zette Championship belt, whichI hold and 
intend to defend against all comers who will 
put up a£1,000.’’ 

In one part of the letter Slavin reviews 
Sullivan’s pugilistic career and ridicules his 
claim to the championship. He _  con- 
cludes by referrin to an in- 
vitation from the California Athletic Club 
to meet Corbett and says:.‘‘Of course it would 
only meana week or two training anda few 
hard punches forI should no doubt win, but 
there ts no glory to be gained in fighting Cor- 
bett. Sullivan is a great pugilist and he is the 
only barrier that stands between me and the 
championship of the world. I would sooner 
allow him the credit of defeating me—or 
course, I do not admit that he can do so, but 
right to the contrary—but that I would sooner 
take chances of defeat by Sullivan than by 
the pillow pusher, Corbett.’’ 


It is pretty near a sure thing that Slavin 
never wrote any such letter as referred to in 
the above telegram. That letter sounds very 
little like Slavin, and very much like Richard 

.. Fox’s man, Harding. When Slavin was 
here before he stated point blank that he 
had not written a letter attributed to him by 
the Police Gazeite, and was very angry at Fox 


for placing him in a false atti- 
tude before the American people and 
making a blowhard out of him. Inthe first 


place the letter makes Slavin say that he in- 
tends to defend against all comers ‘‘the 
Police Gazette Championship belt, which I 
hold.’’ Now it is a well known fact that 
Slavin positively refused to have anything to 
do with that belt and when in this country 
said he had never seen it and notified For 
that if he sent it to him he would destroy the 
belt, Not having the belt he could not be tn- 
terested in defending it against all 
comers. gain the letter makes 
Slavin say that he wants to fight 
Sullivan, because ‘‘he is the only barrier 
that stands between me and the champion- 
ship of the world.’’ The Australian has re-

EX-POLICE OFFICER MATTHEW FLYNN 
DROWNED IN THE RIVER. 


A Delegation of East St, Louisans Goes to 
Eleo to Inspect the Gravel Beds in That 
Vicinity—Lena Reisse’s Assailant Still 
at Large—East Side News and Notes of 
Interest. 


Joseph Bergen, a young cattle driver em- 
ployed in St. Louis, was killed by a freight 
train in East St. Louis yesterday afternoon.

BEFORE THE JUSTICES. 


A Suit for Possession of a Horse—Other 
Interesting Cases. 
A horse, which originally belonged to a 
man named Batcheller, has been the sub- 
ject of considerable adjudication, and the 
ownership is at present in the Dalance, 
Batcheller was boarding the animal at Jesse 
Arnot’s stable, but sold him to George 


Morrow and Samuel Cohen, borse - 
traders, without, it is alleged, pay- 
ing the animal’s board bill. Morrow 
and Cohen at once sold the horse to the Unit- 
ed States Express Co. Mr. Arnot saw that 
the animal was eluding him, and he at once 
replevined the horse from the Express Co. 
The case wastried itn Justice Kane’s court 
Friday and the horse was awarded to Arnot. 
When the horse was replevined from the Ex- 

ress Co., they evidently had recourse to 

orrow and Cohen for remuneration, for the 
horse dealers took out a replevin 
in Justice Sheehan’s court against 
Jesse Arnot for the animal. This dispute 
came up for trial yesterday, and after listen- 
ing toallthe evidence Justice Sheehan took 
it under advisement. 

A suit for the possession and damages for 
unlawful detention of the property 616 Market 
street, inclusive of the first floor, known as 
the Erie House, was on trial before a jury in 
Justice Carroll’s court 
noon, The Blanke 


fendant. The Blanke Bros. alleged that 
they boughtthe property from John V. Hil- 
ton witha view to enlarging their factory.

Harry Delaney 
sued Emil Henner as indorser for 
A $200 note executed to him 
by Adolph Fahrenholtz. Delaney testified 
that two years ago Fahrenhoiltz embezzled 
$200 from him. He had him arrested, but at 
the urgent request of his own wife, Delaney 
did not prosecute him. Fahrenholtz after- 
wards gave Delaney a note for $200, indorsed 
by Henner, and Delaney then took him back 
in his employ. Fahrenholtz, Delaney said, 
left him a second time and fled the city. The 
note fell due last January and was not 
paid, and Delaney filed suit against 
the indorser. Henner alleged in his defense 
that he nor Fahrenholtz was given notice 
that the note had gone to protest. The at- 
torneys decided to argue by briefs, and the 
case was continued until the l4th inst.

The “Post-Dispatch’’ Expose of Irregular- 
ities in the Outgoing School Board. 


The Examining Committee, composed of 
Morris J. Lippman, Michael Lynch and John 
M. Dutro, has just concluded its investigation 
into the expenditures of ‘the outgoing School 
Board, Jts report is an ofMcial corroboration 
of the Post-DiIsPaATCH expose of the irregu- 
larities and jobbing. Here area few para- 
graphs from the report on the subject of giy- 
ing out good jobs in violation of the rules: 
FORTY-FOUR—COUNT ’EM. 


Rule 70. * * * All workon new buildings and 
all repairsand additions costing more than $100 
shall be let by contract to the lowest and best bidder. 
Rule 71. * * * Any repairs, the cost of which 
exceeds $100, shall not be ordered without the sanc 
tion or the board, but said committee shall be em- 
powered toorder repairs whenever the same are 
wepesent? for the protection of the property of the 


ard. 

Reference is made to this because in examining 
the vonchers the committee found that a considera- 
ble number of bills were for work which was given 
out in violation of the above rules, and, as it in- 
volved expenditure by the board the ma er came 
properly within the purview of the co nmittee. 
Twenty-seven of these bills were reported by the 
Auditor ofthe board at the meetings of August, 
September, October, November, December, 1590, 
and January, 1891, as having been made without 
the taking of competitive bids, and as being 
in excess of the limits prescribed by the rule above 
which bids must be taken. Butthe board when its 
attention was called to the fact promptly ordered 
them paid. Seventeen other bills, each exceeding 
$100 in amount, taken without competitive bids, 
were subsequently reported in the report of the 
Building Committee as emergency work, but with- 
out mention that bids were not taken and they were 
also, by the board, ordered to be paid. These were 
in February, March April, May and June of 1891. 

The hills detailed by the Examining Committee are 
forty-four in number and amount to a total of 
$8,661.28. Your Committee is of the opinion that 
much of the workincluded in these bills was such 
that com petitive bids could have been taken there- 
for, and that the pases **emergency work’’ has 
been given an elasticity not thought of when first 
used. The first use of the phrase was a legitimate 
use of it, and in such case Rule 70 was not violated. 
The subsequent and frequent use of it leads us to the 
conclusion that it wasa misnomer and thatthe rule 
was regarded only to be evaded. Some of

Mayor Noonan’s Conciliatory Letter to 
Gov. E. 0. Stanard. 


. 


HE DISCLAIMS DESIRE TO ANTAGONIZE 
ANY EXISTING ORGANIZATIONS. 


The Committee He Proposes Will Have 
the Single Purpose of Improving the 
River From 8t. Louis to Cairo—Per- 
manent Headquarters and a Paid 

_ Becretary. 


Mayor Noonan feels that the letter he sent 
to Gov. E. O. Stanard yesterday explains his 
position clearly on the river improvement 
proposition which has brought him into col- 
lision with some of the members of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. He will not reply to the 
other letters of declination sent to him. That 
of President Marcus Bernheimer he regards 
as filppant and lacking point. Oapt. D. P. 
Slattery’s refusal to serve he explains on the 
ground that the Captain is going to Europe. 
The Mayor thinks Gov. Stanard the fairest of 
all the Exchange River Committee, and for 
this reason selected his letter as the basis for 
the clearer definition of his river plan. The 
letter follows: 


MAYOR’S OFFICE, ST. LOUIS, / 
Nov. 7, 1891. 4 


Hon. E. O. Stanard, City: 


DEAR 81R—Your favor of the 3d inst. is before me. 
Iam giad to see that there is no conflict in cur views 
regarding the main question of the improvement of 
the Mississippi River, andthe urgent necessity for 
active and energetic work to accomplish it. Your 
known devotion to the river interests and the signal 
ability with which you have advocated in conven- 
tions and as a member of the Committee on the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, all measures calculated to ad- 
vaace the marine commerce ofthe Western water- 
ways render your views of peculiar interest to 
those engaged in this great work. 

I had studied the question of the improvement of 
the river for the entire distance from here to New 
Orleans, and had learned from those in whose ex- 

erience and estimates I had confidence, that at 
east the sum you mention, of $50,000, , would be 

required to secure a permanent depth of eight feet 
of water in the pannel Curing the navigable months 
of the year. I realize fu IY as you do, that it 
woula be impossible to obtain in one sum 
any a Sperone San the amouut 
mamed above. The question naturall 
arose what is the next best measure to premede an 
advocate? My attention was called to the fact that 
Maj. Miller, the resident engineer in this district, 
had prepared and forwarded to the War Depart- 
ment @ project and estimates for the improvement of 
that portion of the river lying between St. Louis 
and Cairo. 
The amount named in the report was a trifle over 
$12,000,000. I knew it would be impossible to have 
an item incorporated in any general bill ema- 
nating from the Rivers and Harbors Committee in- 
volving the expenditure of tnis amount for any one 
of the navigable waterways. The press had stated 
that the matter was under serious consideration in 
Washington and was favorably viewed by Gen. 
Casey, the Chief of Engineers, and the Secretary of 
War. It appeared to me that this was an opportune 
time to create a new organization, whose whole pur- 
pose would be the advocacy and promotion of this 
plan of Maj. Miller’s, or any other that had for its 
sole object the securing of a single appropriation 
sufficiently large to permanenti mprove that sec- 
tion of the river lying between here and the mouth 
of the Ohio. 

You state the whole question very forcibly when 
you say, **It may be argued thata certain section of 
the river should be improved to its completion and 
that a sufficient amount be appropriated atone time 
todo this, and thatthen another section should be 
takem upand finishedin this way until the entire 
river is permanently improved, and thatits naviga- 
ble tributaries should be improved in the same 
way. Now,I would like this Rotter than the pres- 
ent method of appropelses. but there is nothing 
sure as to what Congress will do. Some year it 
might failto make an ppurooeteston and as it has 
done in past years, *‘and the winds blew and the 
floods came,’’ and the work which had been done 
was of no avail. 

The results shown by the dribbling appropriations 
secured during the past twenty years and the pres- 
ent condition ofthe river indicates clearly that the 
usual plan of opproprieting $200 000 or $ ,000 bi- 
ennially for ‘ miles of the Mississippi or any 
other western waterway is unwise legislation, be- 
cause what is not expended of this small sum in 
maintaining the plant of the Engineers Department 
is exhausted in repairing the damage done when 
**the winds blew and the floods came.’’ 

Your letter recalls to my mind the fact that the jet- 
ties were constructed on y after a special measure 
had been passed appropriating several millions for 
the work. Thisisaiso true of the canal around the 
rapids at Keokuk, of Milwaukee harbor, of Galveston 
harbor and other places. 

I assure you I have no desire to antagonize or sup- 
Plant any existing organization, whether local or 
national in its scope orcharacter, and will be glad 
to co-operate with any having for its aim the im- 
provement of the river from here to Cairo. This will 

e the one single purpose of the committee which I 

have proposed, and no extrinsic questions will be 
allowed to divide its efforts. 
My respect for your opinion in all matters affecting 
the prosperity of the city hasinduced me to supple- 
mentmy former communication with this, which 
perhaps explains more in detail my object in asking 
the co-operation of our business men in the pro- 
posed movement. Thanking hem for the suggestions 
contained in your letter. remain, Repectfully 
yours, EDWARD A. NOONAN, Mayor. 


Mayor Noonan intends to invite the com- 
mittee to meet next Saturday afternoon in 
his office toorganize. After that the meet- 
ings will be held in an office down town, to 
be fitted up as permanent headquarters. A 
secretary, with a salary of $2,500 a year, is to 
be employed. The chairman of the commit- 
tee isto be neither the Mayor nor any one 
connected with the administration. C. H. 
Sampson will be given this position, if he 
will take it. The name of the committee 
will brobably be ‘the ‘‘Citizens’ River Im- 
provement Committee.’’

Tribute to the Brave and Manly Character 
of a Negro. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 8.—‘‘Celestin Beau- 
lieu, colored, an ex-Confederate soldier, one 
of the best loved negroes in the South, is 
dead. He wasa fathful man and a brave 
one,’’ said a well-known gentleman toa 
PoOsT-DISPATCH correspondent,as the two met 
yesterday evening. ‘‘In warand in peace he 
bore a reputation which any man might have 
envied. Whenthe news of his death was 
brought to me I was moved almost as deeply 


as if one of my own Kin had gone to ‘that un- 
discovered country.’ ”’ 

The death of this excellent old man recalis 
many curious incidents of his career. Celes- 
tin Beaulieu was born in Maryland itn August, 
1836. His birthplace wasinatiny cabinona 
plantation belonging toa Dr. Pierre Prussat, 
to whose eldest son, Henry, he was given at 
the age of 10. When his master came to New 
Orleans he accompanied him as body servant 
and confidant generally. The good qualities 
of head and heart which he displayed 
throughout his life had already endeared him 
to his young owner, and the two lived to- 
gether as nearly upon an equality as the dif- 
ference of races permitted. 

But Celestin never shone forth in the full 
blaze of his dusky splendor until the civil 
war commenced. It was one bright, sun- 
shiny day in midsummer when the volunteers 
went tothe front. Young Prussat wore the 
stripes of an adjutant. Celestine, the apron 
ofacook. Battle proved that the goid braid 
covered a heart equaled in dauntless courage 
by the one that beat beneath the white cot- 
ton, Once,|injthe desperate melee of a charge, 
Celestin saw his beloved master fall, pierced 
by a bullet, His own @afety was forgotten in 
an instant. Despite the battle which raged 
about them, the slave lifted the wournded 
Adjutant in his arms and bore him to the 
shade of a grove near by. 

At Spottsylvania Celestin lost his master. 
The enemy came upon Prussar unexpectedly 
one evening while leading a scouting party 
and took him prisoner. The faithful black 
mourned his master’s fate, but made it an 
excuse for greater gallantry in battle. In 
after days he used to tell how many men fell 
beneath his weapon, but the number was 
constantly on the increase and therefore may 
not be given here, 

Peace brought the two friends together 
ye more and they were parted only by the 

eath of the master. Celestin accepted the 
sad event with resignation. Hewas obliged 
to gointo service, since the bounty of fils 
master could no longer maintain him. 
Wherever he worked he won the respect of 
his employers and the regard of his fellows. 

He married, and atthe time of his death 
was residing on Liberty streetin a pleasant 
cottage, about which he had laid out a fra- 
grant garden. He took great pride in being 
calleda Creole, and loved to talk of the 
pans. His character was replete with noble 

raits, of which sterling honesty and un- 
faltering devotion were not the least. 

Gelestin Beaulieu died painlessly, sur- 
rounded by his friends and mourned by all 
who Knew him. He wasatypical negro, and 
represented a race of whom there are now 
but few survivors—the loving, faithful slave, 
whose attachment neither time nor change, 
war nor peace,could separate from the family 
to whom he once belonged. |

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CHIEF MAYES’ MESSAGE. 


The Cherokee Claim to the Outlet Forcibly 
Put Forward. 


TAHLEQUAH, I. T., Nov. 7.—The annual 
message of Chief Mayes to the Cherokee 
Council, which met in annual session here on 
the 2d inst., was delivered tothat august 
body late yesterday evening. It was a very 
lengthy document and its delivery consumed 
nearly three hours, and was listened to by 


several thousand people. The most im- 
portant part of the message was that in rela- 
tfon to the Cherokee strip anda sale thereof 
to the United States Government, in which 
he said. : 

““We have had peaceable and undisputed 
possession of the so-called ‘Outlet’ for a pe- 
riod of over halfacentury. Our title to it, 
which is by patent in fee simple, now a mat- 
ter of recordin the General Lana Office at 
Washington, D. C., and which origina! docu- 
ment remains among the archives of the 
Cherokee Nation with the personal signature 
of Martin Van Buren, President of the United 
States, theretoattached, andit was never 
disputed by any department of the Govern- 
ment from the days of Andrew Jackson, 
down tothe present Administration, when, 
in order to buy it, our tenants were forcibly 
ejected, our finances thrown into confusion, 
our credit impaired, our tnstitutions of learn- 
ing closed and our children deprived of the 
means of education, and all for no other rea- 
son, that I cansee, than that we were un- 
wiliing to part with that which ts ours for 
less than its value. 

**If the sale is made to the United States, it 
must be done through a revision of the 
treaty of 1866, by which the land may be con- 
veyed to the government for other purposes 
than the settlement of friendly Indians, 
which contract for the sale to friendly Indi- 
ans is thoroughly understood and has been 
partly carried out. Then let our relations 
with the United States be more accurately de- 
fined, and let every right that belongs to the 
Cherokees be permanently secured. Let 
many objectionable and oppressive features 
of the treaty of 1866 that were forced upon 
the Cherokees at the close of the war be 
Stricken from it as a condition of the sale.’'

countries. Buthe sailed from New York in 
June, 1689, and arrived in Chili at atime 
when the rumblings of the approaching revo- 
lution were already beginn tobe heard. 
Balmaceda’s purposes already excited 
alarm among the friends and upholders of 
the Chillan con ution, and men of promi- 
nence in the Republic beganto range them- 
selves for or against the would-be dictator. 
Egan’s sympathies as American Minister 
went outat once to Balmaceda. The two 
men had much in common, and, therefore, 
there was muclr to draw them together. Both 
were ‘‘bossy’’ by nature and both shrewd 
and full of schemes. 

BONDS OF INTEREST. 

But the thing that influenced the intimacy 
the most was the fact that both were anti- 
English. Balmaceda saw that English capital 
would go to support his opponents and that 
fact turned him againstthe English. Egan 
was quick to note this, and s0 became a 
stancher friend of Baimaceda than ever. 
The two men saw more of each other than 
under ordinary circumstances they would 
have done. Egan soon established a good 
deai of influence over Bulmaceda, and was 
oo a consulted by the dictator Presi- 

ent. 

He enjoyed other favors, too, for one of his 
sons, through Government influence, secured 
a profitable ratiroad contract, upon which he 
was engaged ut the time of the downfall of 
his father’s friend. Egan, indeed,was one of 
the stanchest friends that Balmaceda had 
among the diplomatic corps at Santiago. He 
proved the dictator’s friend in all of his re- 
ports to the State Department,to such an ex- 
tentthat not until the time ofthe rout of 
Balmaceda’s army near Valparaiso did the 
State Department know anything. of the 
strength of the insurgents. Egan had thrown 
the naval commanders off as well. Both 
Admiral Brown and Commodore Sechiey, 
who looked to him for much of their informa- 
tion about the situation on shore, were pro- 
— only with the news favorable to Balma- 
ceda. 

Egan’s life in Santiago has been of rather a 
stirring nature. He has fully enjoyed the 
socialand political foment which has been 
almost constantiy going on around him, It 
was like a leaf out of his experience in Ire- 
land and England, and ft recalled those days 
tohim. His residence is on Monjitas street, 
one of the principal thoroughfares in San- 
= gy The house is of gooc size and comfort- 
able. 

He was popular enough while Balmaceda 
lived and dominated the sentiment of the 
town, but since Balmaceda’s fall Egan has 
been correspondingly unpopular. The gen- 
eral feeling tn Chilian circies in Santiago is 
that he has far transcended his rights as Min- 
ister in thaking the American Legation there 
the refuge of those not entitied to his protec- 
tion.

It was in the latter days of September, and 
the equinoctial gales had set in with excep- 
tional violence. As evening drew in the 
storm grow higher and louder, and the wind 
cried and sobbed like a child in the chimney. 
Sherlock Holmes sat moodily on one side of 
the fireplace cross-indexing his records of 

crime, while I at the other was deep in one of 
Clark Russell’s fine sea stories, until the howl 
of the gale from without seemed to biend 
with the text, and the splash of the rain to 
lengthen out into the long swash of the sea 
waves. My wife wason a visit to her mother 
and for a few days I was a dweller once more 
in my old quarters at Baker street. 

‘‘Why,’’ said I, glancing up at my com- 
panion, ‘‘that was surely the bell. Who could 
come to-night? Some friend of yours, per- 


haps?’’ 

‘*Except yourself I have none,’’ he an- 
swered. “‘*I do not encourage visitors.’’ 

‘*A client, then?’’ 

‘‘If so, it is a serious case. Nothing less 
would bring a man out on such a day and at 
such an hour. But I take it that it is more 
likely to be some crony of the landlady.’’ 

Sherlock Holmes was wrong in his con- 
jecture, however, for there came a step in 
the passage andatapping at the door. He 
stretched out his long arm to turn the lamp 
away from himself and toward the vacant 
chair upon which a newcomer must sit.

The man who entered was young, some 22 
dt the outside, well groomed and trimly ciad, 
with something of refinement and delicacy in 
his bearing. The screaming umbrella which 
he held in his hand and his long shining 
waterproof told of the ferce weather through 
which he had come. He looked about him 
anxiously in the giere of the lamp, and I 
could see that his face was pale and his eyes 
heavy, like those of a man who is weighed 
down with some great anxiety. 

‘*‘Iowe you an apology,’’ he said, raising 
his golden pince-nez to his eyes. ‘‘I trust 
thatlam not intruding. I fear that I have 
brought some traces of the storm and the 
rain into your snug chamber,’’ 

‘‘Give me your coat and umbrella,’’ said 
Holmes. ‘‘They may rest here onthe hook, 
and will be dry presently. You have come 
up from the Southwest, I see.’’ 

‘*Yes, from Horsham.’’

The young man pulled his chair up and 

pushed his wet feet out toward the biaze. 

“My name,’’ said he, ‘‘is John Openshaw, 
but my own affairs have, as far as I can 
understand it, little to do with this awful 
Dusiness. It is a hereditary matter, so in 
order to give you an idea of the facts I must 
go back to the commencement of the affair. 

‘*You must know that my grandfather had 
two sons—my Uncle Elias and my father 
Joseph. My father had a small factory at 
Coventry, which he enlarged at the time of 
the invention of bicycling. He wasthe pat- 
entee of the Openshaw unbreakable tire, and 
his business met with such success that he 
was able to sell it and retire upon a handsome 
competence. 

‘‘My Uncle Elias emigrated to America 
when he wasa young man and became a 

lanter in Florida, where he is reported to 

2ave done very well. About 1869 or i870 he 
came backto Kurope. He wasa very singu- 
jar man, fierce and quick tempered, very 
foul mouthed when he was angry and of a 
most retiring disposition. During all the 
years that he lived at Horsham I doubt 
if ever he set footinthetown. He hada gar- 
den and two or three fields round his house 
and there he would take his exercise, though 
very often for weeks onend he would never 
leave his room. He dranka great deai of 
brandy and smoked very heavily, but he 
would see no society and did not want any 
friends, not even his own brother. 

‘*He didn’t mind me,fm fact he took a fancy 
to me, for at the time when he saw me first I 
was a youngster of 120rso. That would be in 
the year 1878, after he had been eight or nine 
years in Englana. He begged my father to let 
me live with him, and he was very kind to 
me in his way. hen he was sober he used to 
be very fond of playing backgammon and 
draughts with me, and he would make me his 
representative both with the servants and 
with tradespeople, so that by the time 
I was 16 I was quite master of the house. 
I kept all the keys, and could go where I 
liked and do what I liked, go long as I did not 
disturb himin his privacy. There was one 
singular exception, however,for he had a sin- 
gle room, a lumber room ,up among the attics 
which was invariably locked and which he 
would never —— either me or any one else 
to enter. With a boy’s#uriosity I have peeped 
through the keyhole, but I was never able to 
see more than such a collection of old trunks 
and bundles as would be expected insuch a 


room, 

‘*‘One day—it was in March, 1888—a letter 
with a foreign stamp lay upon the table in 
front of the Colonel’s plate. It was not a 
cominon thing for him to receive letters, for 
his Dills were all — in ready money, and he 
nad no friends of auy sort. ‘From India!’ 
said he, as he took it up, ‘Pondicherry post- 
mark. Whatcanthis be?’ Opening it hur- 
riediy, out there jumped five little dried 
orange pips. which pattered down upon his 
plate. I began to laugh atthis, but the laugh 
Was struck from my lips at the sight of his 
face. is lip had fallen, his “798 were pro- 
truding, his skin the color of putty, and he 
glared atthe envelo which he held in his 
trembling hand.
